Paris, March 25.—(Special.)—tThe po- 
licemen interested in philanthropic work 
and the clergy are appalled and puz- 
zled over the constant increase of 
crime commifted. by children and youth. 
It is regretably and notoriously a fact 
that most of the murders and danger- 
ous assaults which are chronicled in 
the columns devoted to crime are com- 
mitted by young people whose ages 
vary from 15 to 21. 

Now a small boy, no more than 10 
years of age, has suddenly emerged 
from obscurity as the ringleader of 
thieves. This child had already been 
brought last month before the police 
commissary of the neighboring 
township in which he dwells, on a 
charge of stéaling; but, in considera- 
tion of his youthfulness, he was re- 
leased. A few days later he organized 
a gang which -promptly set to work 
with a will. Goods disposed for sale 
outside the shops in that township dis- 
appeared as if by magic, and every 
hour of the day tradesmen were seen 
hurrying to the police commissary to 
report losses. 

A couple of lads were caught In the 
act. They confessed, admitting that 
they had committed some of the thefts, 
adding that their gang was under the 
control of the boy of 10, who was

THE CASE OF STRIPLING--SHALL HE GO OR PAY? 


Thomas Edgar Stripling, ex-chief of police and respected citi- 
zen of Danville, Va.; convicted murderer before the superior court 
of Harris county, with a life ¢entence as the still unremitted penal- 
ty; prohibitionist, churchman, father of a large and struggling fam- 
ily; alleged assassin and dangerous character who is too quick with 
his gun—Thomas Edgar Stripling, viewed in these varied lights and 
shadows, presents one of the most interesting problenis with which 
Georgia authority has recently had to deal. 

It is a problem that has passed beyond the courts to an authority 
yet higher—an authority comparable, if feebly, to divine administra- 
tion because it is empowered to temper, soften and mitigate severe 
justice with a due proportion of mercy. 

In what degree shall mercy be meted to Thomas Edgar Strip- 
ling ? , 

Shall he go free or pay part or all of the price which society 
has written into the law? 

These are the questions which pardon board and governor—so- 
ciety’s representatives in the highest appellate court—will soon be 
called upon to answer. 

They are questions which a portion of an interested public is 
already seeking to answer for them; many in behalf of, some ad- 
versely to, the interests of the prisoner. 

There is no need to rehearse Stripling’s story here; it has been 
told and retold until men, women and children know it and can re- 
peat it as they would a fascinating or romantic tale. 

Stripling admits he shot and killed William Cornett, justifying 
his act by the allegation of insult offered by the deceased to a woman 
member of his family. If a criminal in the eyes of the law—person- 
ally he asserts justification—he maintains he has atoned for the 
crime through fourteen years of right living, of servic: to God and 
the society whose law he trod upon. 

Actuated by belief in his statement of justification, sympathy 
or other motive, thousands of Georgians have signed and are still 
signing, petitions to pardon board and governor urging his restora- 
tion to freedom and family. More numerous have been the petitions 
in this case, it is stated, than any which has yet come before the 
prison commission for clemency. 

Preachers have preached about the Stripling case; debating so- 
cieties have argued it; it is the subject of daily street corner dis- 
cussion, 

There are two sides to the question and both are being daily 
presented to the public ear. 

In the Atlanta pulpit two ministers of the same denomination 
have arisen, one to demand the inexorable penalty of the law, &n- 
other to plead for pardon founded upon atonement. ; 

“If a murderer fourteen years ago, he is simply a murderer 
fourteen years older,” asserts Rev. Dr. Charles W. Daniel, of the 
First Baptist church, who asserted that he should pay the penalty 
of-his crime. 

“I believe that the fourteen vears of decent life, of devotion 
amounting to a consecration of life, was the man’s atonement to 
society,’ expresses the appeal of Rev. Dr. J. E. White, of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, for clemency. 

The judicial mind spoke through the card of Judge W. R. Ham- 
mond formerly of the superior court, who, aroused through sympa- 
thy to join those asking clemency, read the widow’s statement of 
the case—the other side of it—and held that Stripling should be 
punished. Judge H. W. Baldwin, of Madison, takes the opposite 
view, and holds that the case is one for executive clemency. 


Then there is the widow of the dead man; likewise his relatives | 
and friends who give a different coloring to Stripling’s crime ;"who | 


make of it cold-blooded assassination. 


With Cornett in the afternoon before the killing, they say, Strip- 
ling went out of his way at midnight to shoot him to death through 
a window of his own home and from the dark, as he was undressing 
to retire. 

Also, they charge, he participated in, or was one of the lead- 
ers of a mob that lynched two negroes in Columbus; that he has 
killed two men since his escape from jail; that he is a bad man, of 
quick temper and altogether too handy with his gun. 

Here are, in brief, the statements, claims and charges which 
must be placed in either pan of the justice balance when Stripling 
appears before the bar of the pardon court. 

Shall the balance be adjusted by these weights alone, or shal! 
leniency and mercy be counter-weighed against justice absolute? 


Answer must soon be given; a few weeks at most must see | 
_ Stripling restored to liberty or sent to penitentiary stripes.

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CATTLE RAISING IN GEORGIA. | 
The Gonstitution publishes elsewhere in this issue a communi- 
cation from Mr. C. W. Parker, proprietor of the Bonnie Brae farm, 
of Elberton, Ga., telling of an experiment in cattle feeding, which 
should deeply interest every alert and progressive farmer in Geor- 
gia. 

The venture involved—buying the cattle originally at a very 
good price—four and one-half cents per pound delivered at Elber- 
ton. Nevertheless, he made a substantial profit on the feeding ex- 
periment, and declares himself more than satisfied. 

Had the cattle been produced at home, from Georgia raised 
stock, the result would have been even more attractive, as Mr. 
W. H. White, Jr., of the White Provision Company, points out in 
discussing Mr. Parker’s experiment. 

For instance, the Tennessee farmer, who bred the 37 héad of 
cattle, made a profit; then the:railroad charged $95.50 for the trans- 
portation of the cattle to Elberton, and thus Mr. Parker took hold 
and began his experiment after paying out substantial profits to 
these middlemen. 

Why not begin at the beginning and produce our own strain 
of fine beef cattle? is the pertinent inquiry of Mr. White. 

In his thoughful analysis of the experiment of Mr. Parker, he 
says: 

“Feeding a few cattle now and then is all right for our farmers and will 
doubtless prove profitable, even though but a temporary gain; but what we 
need in our state are steps to be taken for permanent good, each year bringing 
us nearer the desired goal of producing our own fine strain beef cattle, raising 


and finishing them for market, and if there are to be profits on the feeding 
stock, let them be paid TO us and not BY us. 


“This can only be done by gradually introducing beef strains, crossing and 
inst Goornis will coms into her own as the producer of nigh-erady weet cattle 
Then will the profits be permanently on the right side of the sheet.” — 

There is no reason why Georgia cannot, in time, produce a 
native strain of beef cattle rivaling that of the famous blue grass 
section. 

Having the forage crops, running streams, abundant land for 
pasturage, and superb climate, Georgia should become a great cat- 
tle-raising state. The principal bugbear of the past few years, the 
cattle tick, which causes splenetic or Texas fever, is rapidly being 
eliminated from the consideration of the cattle producer. 

In urging the importance of continuing work to the end of 
raising our own native beef, Mr. White shows that if Mr. Parker 
can make a profit under the conditions named, other Georgia farm- 
ers have it in their power to make millions by converting the Geor- 
gia range cattle into three-quarter grade good beef strains. 

The Constitution would be pleased to hear from other Georgia 


farmers as to their success in attempting this transformation. 


Cattle raising carries with it, not only the direct profit from. the 
sale of the beef cattle, but affords the finest fertilizing material 
that can be placed under the growing crops. 


This important, if not actually controlling fact, should not be| 


overlooked or minimized by the beginner. After wintering cattle 


the amateur stcck raiser is apt to become discouraged and dis- 
heartened if he does not see a clear profit, over and above all ex- 


'penses, in the price of his cattle in the spring. 


This attitude ignores one of the most profitable items in the 
whole business of stock raising—the manure from the stables. 

The farmer who wishes to maintain the fertility of his soil, in- 
crease its productiveness and prevent deterioration can do no bet- 
ter than to raise cattle for the humus afforded for growing crops. 

A great cattle industry cannot be built up in one season. A 
state that has been killing grass for 100 years in order to raise 


‘cotton, cannot immeciately convert abandoned cotton fields into 


fertile pasture land.

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FIGHT FOR THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 


Commenting upon the changing tides of political thought and 


discussion, the weakening influence of the old ideas and the old | 
ties that bound men by principle to one or the other leading par- | 
ties, a writer in The Atlantic Monthly says the main fight now is 


to control the national treasury. 
In the course of his argument he asserts that in the last na- 


tional campaign the attitude of the two parties on questions of, 


policy were so nearly the same that it was impossible to answer 
the question, “What is a democrat?” or “Why is a republican?” 
and adds: 


“It was manifest that the two parties existed no longer as or- 


ganizations of opposing opinion, but had degenerated into com- | 


peting syndicates for the capture of political power.” 

While at first blush this strikes one as rather a mercenary view 
to take of that struggle, there is no doubt that the vast patronage 
at the disposal of the party in power, indicated by the expenditure 
of one billion of dollars a year, has come to assume a large place 
in the calculations of parties. 

A striking example of the influence of pay, pap and patrimony 
was furnished by the army of special congressional employees 
when the news of the extra session call reached their patriotic ears. 
They rose in wild rebellion to protest. 

‘According to Mr. Tawney, formerly chairman of the appro- 
priation committee of the house, congress has spent in the last six 
vears upwards of six thousand millions of dollars. 

This means that during six years of profound peace the gov- 
ernment has spent an amount equal to its expenditures during the 


| four vears of the civil war. 


The same high authority estimates that 70 cents out of every 
dollar of this vast amount goes for the army and navy establish- 
ment and for pensions, for wars past and preparations for wars of 
the future. 

Not one dollar of this vast amount hase gone for good roads 
outside of military reservations, yet the construction of better high- 
ways is one of the most profitable internal improvements the 
nation could encourage. 

Should the democratic party finally gain control of the govern- 
‘nent in all its branches, and direct the annual expenditure of its 
vast revenues, it could do no better than to apply at least a small 
vart of the national revenue to good roads.

possible efficiency for the employer, enables the employe to 
earn higher wages and lowers prices for the consumer.

The underlying principle of scientific 
management is efficiency. It is based on the 
idea that there is enormous waste in nearly 
every kind of work because it ig done accord- 


class work that a man or a machine can do in 


a given period of time? This is the first ques- 
tion to be answered by the man who would 
conduct his business on a scientific basis. 
Once having settled upon fair standards 
of output for every class of work, he sees to it 
that -every unit of his organization—every 
man, évery machine—reaches the standards 


ing to rule-of-thumb tradition rather than in- 
telligent, scientific methods. It has to do with 
every element that enters into a business— 
with the human element as well as with ma 
terials and machinery, fuel and factory plans 

The new science of business teaches that 
a thorough organization, in which authority 
is carefully centred and responsibility prop- 
erly divided, is the first essential to the attainment of efficiency. 
without such organization real progress is impossible. 

Take, for example, the New York cloakmakers’ strike, in 
which a half dozen different unlone were in dispute with per- 
haps a thousand different employers. A settlement seemed hope- 
lees until, at the suggestion of the same Mr. Brandeis who points 
the way to the solution of the railroads’ problem without increas- 
ing rates, the striking employes united to select a single com- 
mittee to act for them, and the employers formed themselves 
into a compact central organization to deal with the strikers. 

Once these organizations were perfected, the conflict was 
speedily ended by an agreement which has proved entirely satis 
factory to both sides. 

The efficiency in the actual doing of the work which scientific 
management demands calls for an equal degree of efficiency in 
the supervision of the work. In fact, the tendency of the scien- 
tific idea ie to reduce the actual number of workers and increase 
the number of supervisors or managers. 

In one shop run on scientific principles there are now twenty- 
nine managers and seventy workmen where formerly there were 
two managers and 126 workmen. Yet the tota] output of the 
shop under the new arrangement is nearly twice what it was

set for them. To accomplish this he relies 
upon efficient supervision; encouraging wage 
bonuses; improved machinery; improvement 
of working conditions, such’ as better light 
or cleaner, more sanitary, better arranged 
workrooms; and, above all, study of the 
actual methods employed in dotng every kind 
of work with a view to eliminating the un- 


necessary and the wasteful. 

The dSusiness scientists approach their task with a yard stick 
in one hand and a stop watch in the-other. Iney etudy and 
measure and time each separate process in the shop or office to 
see how they can be shortened, quickened, made more efficient. 

Everywhere they find an appalling amount of time, money 
and material going to waste. ‘Then they formulate into definite 
rules the more efficient methods which their study shows to be 
possible, and by offers of wage bonuses for increased production 
they encourage the. workers to do their. work ‘in the new and 
better way. 

The business scientist's task in shop or office is not complete 
until he has fixed upon the minimum amount of work which can 
‘reasonably be expected from every man and every machine in a 
working day. Employes who cannot reach this standard are 
promptly weeded out; for those who can exceed it extra pay is 
provided. 

In some cases, of course, very radical changes have to be 
made before anything like the proper degree of efficiency can 
be secured. Sometimes a factory or office has to be entirely re 
modelled; occasionally it is necessary to employ a more intelli- 
gent or better trained cless of labor. Im every case the most 
intelligent eupervision is eseential.

ted. 
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Teaching Girls to Do More and Better 


Work and Earn Higher Wages. 
N a Massachusetts machine shop which manufac- 
tures bicycle balls scientific methods were ap- 
Case plied to the department in which a large force of 
girls was employed to inspect the finished balls, 

A with the following remarkable results: 

Thirty-five girls did the work formerly done 
by 120. 

The girls earned from $6.50 to $9 a week. instead of $3.50 to 
$4.50, as before. 

They worked only eight and one-half hours a day, with Sat- 
urday half holiday, instead of ten and one-helf hours a day. witb 
no holiday. 

In epite of the greatly increased output, the accuracy of in- 
epection was one-third greater than before the introduction of 
ecientifiC management. 

The work of this department was to examine minutely mil- 
Hons of polished bicycle balls before they were finally boxed for 
shipment. It was work that required the closest attention and 
concentration, and the girls who did it were supposed to be 
ekilled—at least, they had been employed at it for years. 

The work consisted of placing a row of the polished steel 
balls in the crease of the fingers on the back of the left hand 
and examining them as they rolled over and over, with the aid 
of a magnet held in the right hand, under a strong light. four 
kinds of defects had to be looked for, and the defective dalis 
were picked out and thrown into boxes provided for them. 

Before in any way stimulating the girls toward a larger out- 
put it was necessary to ‘insure against any falling off in the 
quality of their work. This wag accomplished by making four 
of the most accurate and trustworthy of the girls over-inspectors. 
ft was made their duty to reinspect each day a certain percent- 
age of the balle which had been already inspected by the other 
girls. The balls for this second inepection were taken at ran- 
dom, so that the over-inspectors never knew whose work it was 
they were examining, although, of couree, the foreman did. 

Improved day work was then eubstituted for the old elipshod 
method. An accurate daily record, both as to quantity and quai- 
ity, was kept for each girl. In a comparatively short time this 
enabled the foreman to stir the ambition of al) the girls by in- 
creasing the wages of those who turned out a large quantity end 
good quality, at the eame time lowering the pay of those who 
fell short, and discharging others who proved to be incorrigibdly 
slow or careless. 

An accurate time study was made through the use of a stop 
watch and record blanks to determine how fast each kind of 
inspection should be done. This ehowed that the girls spent 6 
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considerable part of their time in partial idleness, talking end 
balf working, or in actually doing nothing. 

Talking while at work was stopped by seating them far apart? 
The hours of work were shortened from 10% per day, firet to 
9%, and later to 8%, a Saturday half holiday being given them 
even with the shorter hours. Two receeases of ten minutes each 
were given them, in the middle of the morning and afternoon, 
during which they were expected to leave their seats and were 
allowed to talk. 

The shorter houre and improved conditions made it possible 
for the girls to really work steadily, instead of pretending to do 
so. Piece work was then introduced, e differential rate being 
paid, not for an increase in output, but for greater accuracy in 
the inspection, the lots inspected by the over-inspectors form” 
the basis for the payment of the differential. The work of e ch 
girl was measured every hour, and they were all informod 
whether they were keeping up with their tasks, or how far they 
had fallen short} and an aseigtant wae sent by the foreman to

catch up.

How Science Taught the’ Bricklayers to Lay Three Tin 


more than 120 bricke an hour. That was the world's 
record, held by a Boston man. To-day a first-class work- 
man can lay bricks at the rate of 350 an hour, and yet go home 


« 
at night less tired than when he was laying only about one-third 
ao )6mapy. This astonishing change—making the Oricklayer’s 
work easier and at the same time increasing his capacity hearly 
threefold—@as been brought about solely through the applica 
tion of acientific methods to the trade. 

Bricklaying is the oldest mechanica) trade, and after all the 
centuries it has been practised by nations, barbarous and civ- 
ilized, it was natural to suppose that it was as near perfection 
as any trade could be. Yet such was not the case, as Mr. Frank 
B. Gilbreth, a successful New York ,building contractor, found 
out long before the completion of the two years of careful study 
which he recently gave to the subject. 

Mr. Gilbreth found that the methods of bricklaying were prac- 
tically the eame as they were two thousand years ago, and that 
those methods were fundamentally wrong. Not only were they 
slow, and consequently expensive, but they were unnecessarily 
fatiguing. By the elimination of motions which only wasted 
time and energy and by calling to the workman's aid a few sim- 
ple, inexpensive devices Mr. Gilbreth reduced bricklaying to a 
selence and produced a new set of methods which have revolu- 
tionized the trade. 

By watching a man at work Mr. Gilbreth, who, by the way, 
was greatly aided in this investigation by his wife, learned that 
. — went through eighteen distinct motions in laying a 
rick. 

First. the bricklayer bent over and selected a good brick from 
a tangled pile. After tossing it tnto the air to get @ good grip 
on it. he examined its four edges so as to pick out the smoothest 
side to go on the outside of the building. All this involved three 
motions, and the brick was far from being in position. 

Next the bricklayer reached for the mortar, deposited it on 
the wall, spread it end placed the brick in position on it. Pat-

He devised an adjustable scaffold, which eliminated the most 
wasteful motion of all—the constant back-breaking stoop, which 
tires even the strongest man so quickly, and thus lessens his 
working capacity. Im the middle of this scaffold he placed a 
table, which could be moved about to suit the workman’s con- 
venience. 

Instead of compelling the high-priced bricklayer to sear¢ 
for a good brick and then turn it over and over to find the righ 
side, he had cheaper workmen sort out the good bricks and pile 
them on packets with the face side up. This eliminated a 
number of metions, and severa] others were cast fnto the dis- 


card by having the mortar property tempered so that the weight 
of the brick would bring ft to its proper resting piace, 

These were the principal changes made by Mr. Gilbreth, but 
a number of others may be briefly mentioned. Particular atten- 
tion was given to having the mortar of the proper consistency. 
This is something that can easily be attended to by a laborer, 
whose time is not one-half as valuable as the expert bricklayer’s. 

The mortar was not to be cut oftener than every second brick, 
and then was to be saved on the trowel. Bricklayers had been 
accustomed to making two needless motions by cutting this bit 
of surplus mortar from every brick and throwing it back into 


the mortar box. 

When Mr. Gilbreth started to put the results of his expert 
ments into actual practise he met with stubborn opposition from 
the labor unions. Although they agreed that his ideas were 
correct, they could not see the justice of laying two or three 
times as many bricks for the same pay. Said Mr. Gilbreth: 

“Gentlemen, bricklaying is fast becoming a lost art. I have 
to-day five re-enforced concrete contracts to one of brick.

Mr. Gilbreth’s conclusions regarding bricklaying and the 
novel methods by which he arrived at them are published in @ 
book, entitled “Motion Study.” This book is an authoritative 
and invaluable guide to the application o1 scientific methods, for 
the principles which were applied with such surprising results 
to bricklaying may be appiied equally well to any industry where 
energy is going to waste. 

Motion study is, of course, only in its first stage, the stage of 
discovering and classifying the best practise. The best method 
of analyzing any series of motions thus far discovered is as 
follows:

When the task of teaching the rest of the men to work as 
Schmidt was doing was begun it was found that only one man in 
eight was physically capable of handling 47% tons a day. Their 
intentions were in most cases good, but they lacked the muscle 
and the endurance that were necessary for the task. So, gradu- 
ally, these unfit men were dismissed, and in their places were 
a laborers who, like Schmidt. were naturally adapted for the 
work. 

The dismissal or these physically unfit 
men was no hardship for them. In the first 
place, almost all of them were immedjately 
given jobs in other departments of the steel 
company. In the second place, their removal 
from a work for which they were manifestly 
unfit was really a kindness to them, for it 
was the first step toward finding them work 
for which they were fitted and which would 
pay them higher wages. 

After the pig fron yard had been com- 
pletely reorganized on a scientific basis, its 
cost to the company showed a net saving of 
$36,417.69 per year; the average cost of 
handlihg was reduced. from seven cents to 
three cents per ton; the average number of 
tons of iron handled per day per man was 
47, instead of 16; and the average daily wage 
earned by each man was $1.88, instead of 
$1.15. 

From his observations in the pig fron 
yard at Bethlehem and elsewhere, Mr. Tay- 
lor deduced a very valuable law relative to 
the ilmit of a man’s capacity for heavy labor. 

¢ This law is that for each given push or pull 
on the man’s arms, the workman who is to 
produce a maximum output can be under 
load for only a definite percentage of the day. 

In handling pigs of iron each weighing 
92 pounds, for example, a first-class work- 

man cannot be under load for more than 
43 per cent of the day. For the remainder 
of the day—57 per cent—he must be free 
from load—resting—if he is to attain the 
highest efficiency of which he is capable. 

As the load becomes lighter the man 
finds it possible to carry it during a larger Necessary. 

-and larger percentage of the day, until finally 
a load is reached which he can carry in his hande al) dey long 
without reaching the point of exhaustion. 

It is thus seen that to secure a maximum amount of heavy

There seemed to be no waste that could possibly be 
eliminated. 


Yet, when scientific business methods were applied to this 
department, the total output was increased more than 10 per 
cent and the average quality of the work was improved fully 50 


per cent, with 30 per cent fewer persone on the payroll. Here 
is bow this modern business miracle was accomplished: 

One day the manager of this department awoke to the fact 
that he had only a general and rather hazy idea of the relative 
value of his employes. He was paying Miss A. $10 a week be- 
cause she was experienced and had been in his employ a long 
time. Yet he had no certain knowledge that Miss A. did any 
more work per day than Miss B., who received only $8 a week. 

To get this knowledge he made a study of the time required 
by several of the most capable stenographers to do the various 
kinds of work with which the department had to deal. This 
gave him a table of definite standards of the amount of work 
which could reasonably be expected in a day.

work, they had to be given relative values. In the time allowed 
for t)pewriting ten pages of matter from dictation, of course, a 
larger number of pages could be typewritten from printed copy. 
The writing of a certain number of form letters was equal to 
the writing-of a certain number of fouow-up cards, and this in 
-turn hed its time equivalent in receipts, tabulated reports, and 
eo on through all the work which the department di. Allow. 
ance had to be made for time spent in taking dictation and for 
work which required extra time; such as tabulations, ete. 

Report cards were printed, and'on these 
each stenographer was required to record 

amount of each kind of work done by. 
her each day. The totals shown by these 
cards for the first three days of the week 
were posted on a bulletin board every Thurs 
day morning. This enabled the stenogra- 
phers to know when they were lagging be- 
hind and, by putting on extra steam, to bring 
their record up for the week. 

In order to earn the maximum salary 
which the department paid, a stenographer 
must average from week to week the stand- 
ard amount of work which the time study 
had shown to be possible. If she fell below 
this standard her salary suffered a corre- 
sponding decrease or she was dismissed; ff 
she was able to exceed the standard she re- 
ceived a corresponding wage bonus. 

The daily postage report, which was very 
carefully kept, served as a convenient check 
to prevent the stenographers from padding 
their daily reports. 

The new system brought about some as 
tonishing revelations. It showed that a 
number of employes who had always been 
thought competent and were receiving high 
wages were really: incompetent, and vice 
versa. Every employe who was at heart hon- 
est and anxious to do a fair day’s work wel- 
comed the scientific methods, and before they 
had been in operation two weeks the output 
of the department began to increase and the 
quality of the work to improve. 


To supplement the policy of knowing ex- 
actly the amount of work each employe was 
doing, and paying her accordingly. numerous 
other changes were made, all of which tended 
to greater efficiency. 
the arrangement of the girls’ Innch hour. so that one-third of 
them went out at 11, another third at noon and another third at 
1 o’clock. Under the former arrangement the lunch time of one 
hour was usually lengthened by at least fifteen minutes, owing

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HEN is a joke a funny joke, and when 
is it not a funny joke? Why is it, to 
paraphrase Lincoln, that all the peo- 

ple can see some of the jokes and some of the 
people can see all the jokes, but all the people 
can't see all the ‘jokes? 

In short, what is a joke? 

In this age of standardization and 100 per 
cent efficiency, why cannot the joke be stand- 
ardized? Why cannot the joke be taken apart 
and be put together again, so that every one 
will know how to make perfectly good jokes, 
and every one will be able to laugh at a joke 
when it is a good joke and to glare stonily 
when it is not a good joka? 

These questions occurred two years ago to 
Professor Julian Korski, of the University of 
California. Mr. Xorski was about to write a 
thesis upon some abstruse subject to qualify 
him for the assistant chair of psychology at 
that university. He decided to write his 
thesis upon the joke, to answer the questions 
mentioned, and a more that occurred to 
him. After two yet.cs Professor Korski, broken 
in health by his labors, but triumphant in 
mind,*has solved the secret of the joke. 

The joke was sterilized, examined, analyzed, 
dissected, synthetized a-d we ghed. Several 
thou-aud men, women and children were in- 
oculated with jokes good and bad during the 
course of the investigations. 

It has been said that the discoverer has 
been broken in health. In this he is suffering 
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the surgeons who first delved into the mystery 
of the X-ray many are now victims of the 
X-ray disease, and many are dead. The first 
to study the bacillus of the bubonic plague 
die* of it, and these are but a few. Professor 
Korski studied the joke in the same exhaus- 
tive fashion—the laboratory method. 

After fourteen months of eva.nination °ro- 
fessor Korski noticed alarming symptoms in 
himself. He had “spells of severe headache, 
sleeplessness and Joss of appetite.” Ultimate- 
ly his sense of humor “was replaced by a feel- 
ing of bitter resentment lasting for hours and 
dav= -+. .w.me.”

dts stopped his health began to improve.

The elements of probability and of rever- 
ence for the accepted social and scientific 
standards, for traditions and conventional 
prejudices, mark the border beyond which 
comicality cannot go. Our inference from 
thousands of statements is that everything 
beyond human comprehension ceases to be 
humorous. This explains the difficulty of 
understanding an Engli®h joke. 

We hope we have shown that true comical- 
ity is a composite of pleasure, absurdity and 


surprise. There can never be too much pleas-~ 


ure in that composite, but too much absurdity 
or surprise will spoil it. 

Do not take laughter always as a sure indi- 
cation of a joke. Laughter may be quite 
meaningless, or an indication of an incom- 
plete joke. We must have the three elements 
for true comicality But where there are only 
two of the elements there may be a laugh. 
As it does not arise from true comicality, it 
is not the outcome of a condition of mind nec- 
essary for the appreciation of a true joke. 
Laughter is only incidental to a comic effect; 
a thing laughable is not always comic. 

This is why we laugh at some sudden rs 


the fun to be enjoyed must be pleasant and 
surprisingly absurd, or, if you please, it Must 
create a conception of absurdity by contrast- 
ing pleasantly wit habitual expectation. 

Consequently th student of wit must care- 
fully investizate the humorous dispositiors 
he is catering for. An American paper must 
furnist other fun than an English or Russian 
or Chinese paper. For the samc reason every 
stratum of society requires different comic 
food. An intellectual literary audience d®& 
mands refined art and refined artists A tired, 
hard-working public is satisfied with ‘a-ra-ra- 
boom-de-ay and gets it. 

The comic disposition must be developed in 
a student by careful study of the history of 
the art of caricaturs, of biographies of famous 
jesters, their mod of producing effects, their 
tricks of trade, even their voices and ges- 
tures. Collections of phonographic records 
and moving pictures ought to be in every 
school of humor. He must be constantly on 
ra watch in his daily life for situations com- 
bining the pleasant, the absurd and the sur- 
prising, and when he reproduces these situa- 
tions in picture «~ in writing he will have 
mastered the true joke. He will be a grad- 
uated jokewright.

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best military academy could not make a 
cripple a soldier. But with normal matérial 
you can train a man’s mind for any calling. 
The humorous appreciative and creative 
imagination can be highly developed and re- 
fined by special training. In most cases the 
student can be developed into a constructive 
wit. The experiments which I have completed 
embraced four great problems. - The first 
problem wag to decide what are the factors 
that enter into humor. The elements I found 
exclusively in the comical class are: 


A; pleasure; B, expectation, relief of ten- 
sion; C, disproportion, degradation, vanity, 
satire; D, queerness, oddity, ridiculousness, 
the ludicrous, the farcical, curious, clownish 
and silly; EB, masquerade, the extraordinary, 
‘the peculiar, the startling, absent-mindedness. 

All these factors of comicality can obviously 
be reduced to this fundamental formula: “A 
comicality is a very pleasant absurdity con- 
trasting with one’s habitual expectation.” 
That is the standard definition now of the 
good joke. The iactors may be summarized as 
pleasure, absurdity and surprise. A joke is a 
joke in the exact degree of the proportions of 
these three elements. 

All that is necessary then to determine 
whether a joke is funny or not funny is to 
apply this test, measure off the elements in 
their proportions, and then measure the joke 
with the standard. 

The second problem was: What are the 
factors which detract from the humorous? 

The elements faling exclusively in the 
class of the not comic are: A, unpleasant, 
repellent, offensive, horrid, ugly: B, painful, 
inhumane, insane, freakish; C, natural, sol- 
emn, stupid, meaningless. 

The third profiem is: What are the ele- 
ments that are important for humor and yet 
can be present in what is not hutuwrous? 

These elements in the order of frequency 
are: Incongruit: contrast, association of 
ideas, absurdity, uncertainty (as to the real 
meaning of the picture or jest). 


‘ The element of incongruity which im the 
comical class always arouses pleasant effects 
may be a source of unpleasant emotions in 
matters “not comical.at all.” For instance, 
the picture of a refined woman with a dog’s 
head was found by tests upon the subjects to 
be “ugly, unpleasant, incongruous.” At a sec- 
ond trial the picture of a lady with a bruta! 
man's head, which was considered at the first 
trial Zs /merely “too serious,” at the second 
trial ayoused nervous, loud laught , and the 
verdigt, ° ‘very unpleasant feeling, not funny, 
very / disagreeable.” 
This briefly illustrates the illegitimate use 
ofthe absurd and incongruous. 
Tne fourth problem is: Where is the bor- 
line between the humorous and the not

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fortune of a neighbor, such as slipping on & 
banana peel or falling downstairs. Such an 
occurrence is not a true joke, but it contains 
elements of surprise and absurdity, and these, 
as we have seen, arouse laughter. It is an im- 
perfect joke and I may say that to laugh 
excessively at it is a sign of an imperfect or 
undeveloped mind. A man’s gyrations under 
such circumstances are absurd; his fall is a 
surprise to himself and to the spectator. The 
latter laughs; the former would, but the 
shock is too great. There is no element of 
pleasure in the scene either for the one fall- 
ing or for the spectator This is shown by 
the fact that the latter are almost always 
ashamed after the paroxysm of laughter. 

Let me now take up a few jokes and show 
how they may be analyzed by the formulae 
‘and how they are compounded, I have pointed 
out elsewhere that the mother-in-law joke is 
not funny, and why. 

Here is one as bad: A boy, rushing into a 
street car, cried: “Extra! All about the ter- 
rible street car catastrophe!” An old lady 
spoke up and asked, “Boy, what is the catas- 
trophe?” The boy answered, “A woman had 
her eye on a seat and a man sat on it.” Draw 
a iarge circle for “surprise,” for there is mucn 
of this in the answer; draw a large circle for 
“absurdity,” for there is plenty of this. But 
because of the unpleasant suggestion of a 
flattened ere draw a very small one for 
‘“~laasure.” The ‘ntescecting space, “co=- 
cality,” will be seen to be very small, and so 
proves that this is a very poor or incomplete 
joke. 

But here is a good joke—one showing, per- 
haps, seventy per cent of the standard. A 
man entered a.restaurant and looked about 
at the mottoes on the wall He read one 
aloud: “Coffee such as mother used to make.” 
“Is that true?” he asked the proprietor. “Yes,” 
he answered. “Then bring me a cup of tea,” 
said the man. 

Here one has a full measure of pleasure, be- 
cause one thinks of home and mother: a full 
measure of surprise, because the man did not 
order the coffee: a generous measure of ab- 
surdity, because mothers are supposed to know 
how to cook.

A representative of The Constitution 
visited the home to make selections 
and it wae while the pictures were be- 
ing examined that Mrs. Boutell de- 
clared that she kept the collection 
simply beoause it had been a life time 
fad with her to gather them in and to 
save them, 

“And here are other things that 
might tmterest you,” remarked Mrs. 
Boutell] as the pictures were being ex- 
amined, 

In her hands she held a collection of 
books of odd sizes, shapes, colors and 
conditions which she dropped upon a 
large table. 

“These,” she said, as she opened one 
of them, “make what I oall my history 
of Atlanta. You'll see one of them 
starts before I came to Atlanta. I got 
much of the data from old papers, 
some of which I picked up after others 
had thrown them away.” 

The scrapbooks had been carefully 
and neatly made and a pioneer Atlan- 
tan glancing over them would instant- 
ly take up hts ol4 life again in the dis- 
¢ant past. He might find himself back 
in the days when Atlanta, the great 
city of today, was a mere struggling, 
straggling village. He might find him- 
self in the midst of the great strife 
secession brought on, or he might be 
living again during the civil war. It 
would not trouble one who knew the 
014 city to find himself dwelling in/| 
any period of the past he might ae- 
lect.

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DENOMINATIONAL LEADERS WATCH 
STEADY PROGRESS TOWARD UNITY 


By D. V. Francis. 

New York, March 25.——(Specia! ¢o the 
Publishers’ Press.)—Where will the 
trend towards unity between the great 
branches of the Protestant churches 
fead? That there is a steady growth 
in this trend cannot be denied and 
thoughtful men in all denominat!ons 
are watching it eagerly and prayer- 
fully. 

Will it lead to organic union? Prob- 
ably not. It is to be doubted if organic 
union is either possigle or desirable. 
But that it will lead to closer affillia- 
tion, a 
broad lines of work, the elimination 
of waste effort, the taking up of lost 
motion, so to speak, is altogether prob- 
able. 

In the larger national view of unity 
Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Epis- 
copalians, and Disciples of Christ have 
now definitely committed themselves to 
Christian union plans. 

These represent 4,500,000 actval 
muicants, or approximately § 12.000,000 
Protestant population. There is plan- 
ning a world conference on faith and or- 
der ,to be held in New York. but to have 
In it religious bodies of Europe, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, and to which 
will be invited the Roman Catholic, the 
eastern or Greek Catholic, and every- 
body else. 

The first conferences between di?- 
ferent American religious bodies, look- 
ing to this larger one, have just been 
held. Aittending them were the Rev. 
Peter Ainslie, of Baltimore, the Dis- 
ciples of Christ chairman: the Rev. Dr. 
J. H. Garrison, of St. Louis, a leader 
among Christians, of the middle west: 
the Rev. Dr. William T. Manning, rector 
of Trinity Episcopal church, New York; 
Mr. R. Fulton Cutting, a foremost 
Episcopal layman: the Rev. Charles 
Little, of Indiana, moderator of the 
Presbyterian general "assembly this 
year; the Rev. Willitm Hayes Ward, 
who has seen much service on con- 
gressiona] unity committees, and about 
20 other committees were named in 
each €ase to carry on further study of 
differences and possibly removal of 
them. 

Leaders among Presbyterian, Con- 
gregational and Disciples unity com- 
missions, who have been in initial 
conferences looking to Protestants get- 
ting together, substituting co-opera- 
tion for competition, report that the 
striking thing about meétings thus far 
held has been the lack of perosnal ac- 
quaintance. 

Speaking on this point, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles . Little, Presbyterian moder- 
ator, said: “We cannot force union, 
but we can know each other. We 
have lived long -in our respettive 
worlds, knowing wel’ the men in our 
own body, but knowing not at al! the 
men in other bodies. It has been 
delight, a spiritual uplift, to know 
these leaders of other names. After 
all, they are much like us. My judg- 
ment is that one of the greatest levers 
to .pray us upward toward the co-op- 
eration we ought to exercise is person- 
al acquaintance. When all get to know 
all, union will be here. I hope more 
of these informal! conferences will be 
held. We shall not be fit to hold tha 
world conference till we know each 
other and when we know each other I 
am not sure a world conferenec will 
be necessary, unless it be to plan a 
common and co-operative advance, 
every man Going his share.”

The Rev. Peter Alinslie, of Balti- 
more, chairman of the Disciples’ com- 
mission, said immediately the initial 
conferences were over: “These jnform- 
al conferences held in New York to 
talk about Christian union, and at- 
tended by Episcopalians, Presbyterit- 
ans, Congregationalists and Disciples 
of Christ, were private, as is necessary 
in the preliminary steps of the project 
so important and so delicate: but I am 
free to say that the spirit shown was 
beautiful throughout. While there 
was perfect freedom on the part of 
everyone, there was not a single in- 
stance of discourtesy or unbrother- 
liness, which goes to show that Chris- 
tians are ripening for a closer fellow- 
ship. 

“For my own part I do not think the 
divisions of Christendom are so in- 
superable that they cannot be over- 
come,

“All hold the faith in Jesus Christ as 
the only begotten Son of God and 
Saviour, to the work of the Holy 
Spirit in regeneration and santifica- 
tion, and in the Scriptures ag the in- 
spired Word of God.

King Furnishes 
With Butter and Wine 


Athens 


(Copyright, 1911, by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter.) 

Athens, 1911.—-(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—-King George of Greece is now 
absent from Athens. He is at his villa 
On the Island of Corfu, where he has 
@ palace not far from that of the 
BPe-seror of Germany. He divides his 
time between Corfu and Athens, with 
the exception of four months every 
Summer, when he goes off to Europe. 
I am told that he puts on no airs at 
either place, and that he and Kaiser 
Wilhelm go about at Corfu just like 
common people. Summer before last 
the kaiser while out walking on. the 
country roads stopped at a cottage 
for a drink and talked with its peas- 
@nt proprietor. The latter brought 
out a chair, and his imperial German 
majesty sat down and rested. After 
he had gone the peasant wrote the 
kaiser’s name on the chair and laid 


it away. When the kaiser walked out | 


@gain this year the peasant stopped 
him on the roadway and offered him 
the use of the chair, saying he had 
vowed that none but an emperor 
should sit on it hereafter. 

The Democracy of King George. 

The king of Greece is even more dem- 
ocratic,. He walks about Athens, and 
now and then goes into the stores. He 
talks with everybody, and it is not 
difficult for a foreigner introduced 
by his minister to have an interview 
with him. I met him when I visited 
Athens, now twenty-two years ago, 
and he gave me an audience, during 
which he talked at length for my 
American newspapers. He was at that 
time 44 years of age, but he looked 
ten years younger. He is now 68, but 
fe still in his prime. During our in- 
terview his majesty spoke English. 
He shook my hand as he met me, and 
again on my leaving. He spoke highly 
of the Greeks, and was enthusiastic 
about the future of the country. I 
am told that he is quite as democratic 
today. 

Speaking of the king's lack of form- 
ality, | have just heard as to how he 
received a party of Americans who 
came with Cook, and who have been 
exploring the Mediterranean. In straw 
hats and dusters they walked up to 
his palace and asked the major domo 
if they might see the king. The latter 
replied that they. must first see the 
United States minister, whereupon tne 
king, passing through the vestibule 
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and observing the party, asked what 
was the matter. He was told. and ho 
thereupon ordered the Americans to 
be let in, holding out his hand to their 
leader. The chief of the tourists 
grasped the hand of his majesty with 
the grip of a vise, and addressed him 
as follows: 

“How do you do, Mr. King. We are 
glad to see you. We had only one day 
in Athens, and we did not want to 
leave without meeting the king.” 

His majesty took the party into the 
Palace and chatted with them for «6 
few moments, when the leader arose 
and held out his hand, saying: 
ae 


“We must be going, Mr. King, 
we have lots more to see.” 
Another American came te the pal- 
ace lately with @ general letter of 
introduction to our diplomatic and con- 
sular officers, signed by President 
i Taft. Such letters of introduction are 
not uncommon, although they are us- 
|ually signed by the secretary of state, 
}and mention the fact that they are 
| given at the request of some senator or 
|member of the house of representa- 
|tives. They are intended to be pre- 
sented to our diplomats only. This 
man did not call upon the United 
States minister, but went direct from 
the ship to the palace, and asked for 
the king. His letter was taken jn, 
whereupon his majesty ordered that he 
be admitted. Before the American en- 
tered he cried out asking if his wife 
might also come in. This request was 
granted, and the two were received. 
I am told that they asked so many im- 
pertinent questions that the king had 
to pretend another appointment to get 


asked them to leave. 
The King and the Peasant. 
Many stories are told of the king in 


connection with the Greeks. He talks 
with the people whom he meets on his 


way through the country and listens 
to what they have to say about him- 
self and the government. 
course, when he is not recognized. He 
has no trouble in getting opinions, for 
every wureek farmer and cartman has 


averse to making it known. Not long 
ago his majesty got into conversation 
with a peasant walking along beside 
him following his cart filled with veg- 
etables. Suddenly thé peasant’s horse 
slipped, and the veegtables were scat- 
| tered all over the road. The country- 
man began to swear, but the king 
caught hold of the horse and made it 
get up, and proceeded to put the veg- 
etables back in the cart. At this mo- 
ment an officer of the army passed by 
and saluted. The countryman was 
amazed and realizeq that the king 
was his helper. He did not know what 
to say, whereupon his majesty gave 
him a gold plece and remarked: 

“My good mah, you are foolish to 
waste your time swearing and praying 
when you get into trouble. What you 
want to do is to put your hand to the 
whee] and pick up your carrots.” He 
then walkeq away laughing. 

A Royal Money-Making Farmer. 

Speaking of the vegetable cart, I 
have no doubt that his majesty knew 
the value of those carrots and pota- 
toes and just what it cost to raise 
them. He is, I am told, one of the best 
farmers of Greece. He had muoh to 
do with founding the agricultural de- 
partment, and has rendered great 
services to the farmers of the coun- 
try. He has large farms of his own, 
and I am told that it fs now possib'e 
to buy butter and milk in Athens 
which come from his majesty’s dairies. 
He nas Danish farmers to manage his 
estate, and has imported Danish 4da!l- 
ry matds to superintend the butter- 
making. He has large vineyards, and 
the king’s wine is regularly sold in 
the markets. It is avout the best 
made in Greece and can be bought at 
the leading hotels. 

I am told that the king has made 
money out of his estates, as well as in 
speculation of various kinds. He gets 
an allowance from the government of 
a little more than $200,000 a year, and 
he has about §100,000 more from 
France, England and Russia, by whom 
he was put on the throne and who are 
to a certain extent the protectors of 
the kingdom of Greece. This money 
is to keep up his palaces and maintain 
his court, but he has lived simply, and 
has invested the surplus so that he is 
said to be a millionaire. He owns 
stock in railways, vineyards and mines. 
He has a fleet of merchant vessels, 
which trades at the various Mediterra- 
nean ports, and he has also money in- 
vested in American eecurities which 
he buys and sells on the market. 

The Kaiser once sarcastically re- 
marked to King George that the mak- 
ing of money was hardly befitting a 
king, whereupon George I. replied: 

“T see nothing unroyal in the making 
of money, and I can tell you I would 
rather be a rich merchant than a 
bankrupt king.” 

How George Got the Throne. 

And this brings me to th tenure of 
office of this remarkable monarch. He 
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held the throne for forty-eight 
years, although his predecessor was 
expelled from it, and if the people 
were much (dissatisfied it is doubtful 
whether he could retain it today. The 
ruler of Greece has not adrop of Greek 
blood in his veins. He is the son of 
Christian, the late King of Denmark, 
and he was placed on the throne at 
the suggestion of the great powers 
which protect Greece. He was elected 
by the national assembly here, and ac- 
cepted the crown through his father 
acting as guardian. This was in 1868, 
when George was only eighteen. A 
few months after this the national as- 
sembly at Athens declared him of age, 
and he came here to rule. He has been 
on the throne ever since, and one of 
his family, although it is doubtful 
whether this will be the crown prince, 
will succeed him. , 

The king was married shortly after 
he ascended the throne to Olga, the 
eldest daughter of the Grand Duke 
Constantine of Russia and brother of 
the late Emperor Alexander II. By her 
he has had six children, the most of 
whom live here at Athens. The king is 
related to nearly all the chieg mon- 
archs of Europe. One of his sisters 
was the late queen of England and an- 


‘other has been empress of Russia. 


His majesty is a Lutheran, and this 
is permitted by the terms of his acces- 
sion, but it is provided that the chil- 
dren must belong to the Greek church, 
which is also the church of Queen 


Olga. 


An Unpopular Queen, 

I am told that the queen is not liked 
by the Greeks and this notwithstand- 
ing her charities, which include hos- 
pitals, schools and other benevolent 
institutions. The Greeks are sensitive, 
and her majesty is said to favor the 
Russians and to want to 
Russian methods into the Grecian re- 
ligion. Both nations are Greek Catho- 
lics, but there are some differences. 
Not long ago there was a great

I have visited schools of 
hers where Greek girls are taught to 
embroider, make lace and weave cloth. 
She is one of the chief promoters of 
the Grand Evangelical hospital, and 
she goes there every week to visit the 
sick and pray with the dying. She is 
a patron of the Orphan asylum and of 


the Society for Poor Women, and also. 
the founder of a store for the sale of. 


women’s handiwork. She is the pr'si- 


— 
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dent of a society for the relief of 
femalé prisoners, and, in connection 
with the Greeks of Constantinople, she 
has had to do with a reform school for 
young criminals. 

Her majesty is a fine-looking woman. 
She has a sweet, womanly face, with 
classic features, hair being brushed 
well back from the forehead. She 
dresses simply, but has many magnifi- 
cent jewels which she wears upon state 
occasions. She is a fine linguist, speak- 
ing with fluency a half dozen lan- 
guages, including the Greek.

The palace itself is not beautiful. It 
is a great three-story building, with 


or an insane asylum. The chief street 
cars of Athens go by it, and there is a 
steam tram which has a depot direotly 
in front. The building is of yellow 
limestone or marble, gotten from the 
mountains nearby. It is kept up by 
the parliament, and I am told so poorly 
that it lacks many comforts, and espe- 
clally a suffciency of bathrooms. 

As to the life of the royal family, 
it is simple and homelike. His majesty 
rises at 7 o'clock and makes his own 
coffee, using a spirit lamp and two 
tablespoonfuls of well-powdered Mocha. 
The coffee is etrong as lye, and his 
majesty smokes a cigarette fs he 
drinks it. After this he looks over 
the newspapers for two or three hours, 
and then goes wpstairs to breakfast. 
This is usually held at 10 o’clook in 
@ room on the second story. All of 
the family are present. The meal con- 
sists of little more than tea and bread 
and butter, the first real meal of the 
day being the luneheon at noon, or 
rather at 2:30. This is served in 
courses, beginning with soup and end- 
ing with a dessert. It comes from the 
kitchen to the palace, and is gotten 
up by the royal cooks, the most of 
whom are French and German, with 
eome Greeks, who make the desserts. 

After luncheon the king chats with 
his family and then takes a drive. He 
has audiences during the day and at- 
tends to such formalities as his po- 
sition requires. At 8:80 the family 
again assembles at dinner and if there 
are no guests of distinction the eve- 
ning is spent not unlike that of any 
well-to-do family of Europe. The king 
is said to be very good-natured. He 
is fond of punmaking and can laugh 
as loudly as his royal grandchfldren. 
The Princess and Princess of Greece. 

As to the princes, Constantine, the 
crown prince, is now in retirement, 
The people think he mismanaged their 
army during the war with the Turks, 
and he hag lost caste with them. He 
is living in Germany, where the kaiser 
is his brother-in-law, and it may be 
that he will have to give up his claim 
to the throne in favor of his son 
George, who is more popular with the 
Greeks. Prince George will De 21 years 
of age next July. He is a fine-looking, 
well-educated young fellow. He speaks 
Greek like a native, and has had such 
an education as will fit him to be king 
should his father be set aside by the 
Crown Princess Sophia, is also un- 
popular. 

Prince -,George, the king’s second 
son, is now commissioner of Crete. He 
is said to be well liked by the Greeks. 
His wife ig one of the Bonapartes. 

The third son is Prince Nicholas, who 
was born in 1872 and is, hence, about 
40 years old. He is married to the 
daughter of the Grand Duke Vliadimar 
of Russia, who is exceedingly rich, 
and he has two bright little girls, the 
Princess Olga and Blizabeth. Nicol- 
aos has the literary bent. He has writ- 
ten a comedy which was produced 
here, and was a success. 

In addition to the above the King of 
Greece has two other sons, the young- 
er of whom is Christopher, who is now 
at school in Germany, and the other, 
Andrew—0or Andreas, as they call it— 
who married the Princess Alice of 
Battenburg. Amdreas and Alike, for 
that is her Greek name, are about the 
most popular of the whole royal fam- 
ily. Alike is cheered whenever she 
goes on the street, and Andreas is 
favorably spoken of in all parts of 
Greece. 

As to the king’s daughters, he has 
had two, the elder of whom died in 
her youth, and the other, the Princess 
Marie, who has married the Grand 
Duke George of Russia and gone 
there to live. 

Court Entertainments. 

The younger members of the family 
frequently visit the houses of the 
richer Athenians. They are well 
known to the people and may be seen 
driving about through the city. They 
have entertainments now and then at 
the palace, and his majesty gives a 
great court ball there every new year. 
On thig occasion almost every one 
who is anyone is invited. The guests 
number 1,200 or more, and they in- 
clude the diplomats, the officers of the 
army and navy and distinguished for- 
eigners. The guests are expected to 
arrive at about 98 o’clock, and the 
dancing begins at half-past 10. It 
starts in with @ royal quadfrille, in 
which the chief celebrities take part, 
and continues throughout the evening.

SOME EVILS AND THE REMEDY 


Seven boys, from 46 to 18, pleded 
gullty to crimes approaching murder, 
tn our court last week. 

These boys were not of the “slums.” 
They had all the appearance of intel- 
ligent, well-to-do boys. They were 
well dressed, suave and with as good 
address as you would expect four boys 
of prosperous families, who had en- 
joyed all the benefits of our best pub- 
lic schools. But they were self-con- 
demned criminals of the most dan- 
gerous type. Some were “hold-ups,” 
some burglars, house-breakers; only 
one, we believe, a common thief. Such 
a quality of criminals never appeared 
€n our courts before, and courts have 
been held here before Atlanta was. 
This should be enough, and it is, so 
far as DeKalb county is concerned, to 
alarm the thinking people to a realiza- 
tion that something ig radically wrong 
somewhere to reap such results from 
the generation raised in the last ff- 
teen or twenty years. 

The corridors of the courthouse pre- 
sented a pathetic scene as these boys 
were upstairs having their examina- 
tions and receiving their sentences. 
Mothers wept while sisters moved like 
to a funeral tread, and fathers, humbl- 
ed themselves to any whom they 
thought might be able to speak a word 
or do an act to benefit the boys. 

It was too lata BDven as these trod 
the corriders, outside on the square 
we counted seven babes in baby-car- 
riages in the custody of negro girls, 


and some of these girls are notorious 
as lewd characters. The mothers who 
turned over these babes to these girls, 
while they themselves were whiling 
the time @way at some society meet, 
gome card party, or some society 


the old and feeble Whom, counting 
his womanhood, who would prove the 
most dangercus element of the race, 
would far outnumber the whites left 
at home in a real first-class war. If 
you do enlist the negro with all the 
rights of a soldier, and he goes, does 
his duty and comes back with full- 
fledged heroes among them, then how 
are you to have the gall to deny him 
the same rights and honors received 
by the whites? There is food for 
thought in these little hints that every 
southern man and women should well 
consider. 

War, nor crusades, whatever we do, 
will bring no full and permanent relief. 
We must get us a religion free from 
fickleness and sensation and then look 
to our motherhood. No race can ever 
rise above its religion and its ideals 
of womanhood. If our religion is not 
the proper religion, then let us ac- 
knowledge thecornand seek one that 
is right. If our womanhood has gone 
Gaft on the society business and 
“helps” to the preachers, then let us 
persuade them to return to the good 
old ways of their grandmothers. 

Well do we know that not all the 
women of the south have turned their 
babes over to be raised in baby car- 
riages, through the parks or whatever 
environment the nurses choose to roll 


y them, nor have all the women of the 


south wasted their time at card par- 
ties, society meetings or as helps to 
the preachers, but enough of them 
have done this to grow a demoraliza- 
tion that is dangerous and that 
spreads like wildfire. The thing to 
do is to met back as quick as we can 
to old times and old-time ways.

The Grandeur of the Yosemite. 
(John Muir, in the March Atlantic.) 
It is easier to feel than to realize, or 

in any way explain, Yosemite gran- 
deur. The magnitudes of the rocks and 
trees and streams are so delicately 
harmonized, they are mostly hidden, 
Sheer preciplces 3,000 feet high are 
fringed with tall trees growing close 
like grass on the brow of a lowland 
hill, and extending along the feet of 
these precipices a ribbon of meadow 
a mile wide and seven or eight long 
that seems like a strip a farmer might 
mow in lesg than a day. Waterfalls five 
hundred to one or two thousand feet 
high are so subordinated to the mighty 
cliffs over which they pour, they seem 
like wisps of smoke, gentle and floting 
clouds. though their voices fill the vale 
ley and make the rocky tremble, The 
mountains, too, along the eastern sky, 
and the domes in front of them, and 
the succession of smooth, rounded 
waves between, swelling higher, with 
dark woods in their hollows, serene in 
massive, exuberant bulk and beauty 
tend yet more to hide the grandeur of 
the Yosemite temple, and make it ap- 
pear as a subdued, subordinate feature 
of the vast harmonious landscape 
Thus every attempt to appreciate any 
one feature is beaten down by the 
overwhelming influence of all the oth- 
ers.

state they may come. The principal 
speaker will be Mr. Fdward J. Ward, 
of the University of Wisconsin, Madi- 
son, Wis. Mr. Ward is the gentleman 
who did such remarkable work in the 
city of Rochester as organizer and 
supervisor of the social work carried 
on in the puDlic school buildings. Mr. 
Ward was calleq from the service in 
Rochester to the University of Wiscon- 
sin.

BY JACKSONVILLE CLUB WOMEN 


Winter, in name if not in realty, 
has carried a good many Georgia club 
women to Florida in the last few 
weeks. Mrs. H. M. Willet, state pres- 
ident, has just returned from St. Pet- 
ersburg. Mrs. W. P. Pattillo spent 
some weeks in Daytona, and Mrs. DB. 
G. McCabe, our faithful and beloved 
chairman of the state library commit- 
tee, was in St. Augustine for some 
weeks, and the guest of friends in 
Jacksonville for a time. 

Mrs. McCabe brings back some very 
interesting steries of club activities 
in Jacksonville, which make a good 
story. i 

“If there ig anything in the line 
of civic betterment, which Jacksonville 
women are not back. of, elther direct- 
ly or as ‘promoters,’ I failed to find 
it,” says Mrs. McCabe. “Jacksonville 
is the only place where I have ever 
found club activity equal to that of 
Georgia. ,Some of their enterprises 
may give some valuable points to our 
club workers.” 

Playgrounds Established. 

The very latest interest of the 
Jacksonville club is the establishment 
of playgrounds, and the club women 
have raised $500 for two playgrounds. 
A considerable amount of this money 
was raised by co-operation with a lo- 
cal moving picture concern. 

The following account may give a 
pointer for some other club: 

“Yesterday afternoon and last night 
the new Savoy theater, corner of Main 
and Forsyth streets, was packed with 
enthusiastic and interested audiences, 
many of the spectators being girls and 
boys eager to witness the special pro- 
gram which was given under the aus- 
pices of the civic department of the 
Woman's club. 

“Several local pictures were shown 
on the screen, chief among which were 
scenes along Jacksonville’s river front 
and the proposed river front boule- 
vard; Hogans creek, before and after 
treatment, and Jacksonville’s billboard 
decorations. These were followed with 
a series of civic pictures, showing chil- 
dren’s gardens and playgrounds in oth- 
er cities, which conveyed ap excellent 
idea of the work that is being done in 
other municipalities !n this direction. 

“While these special pictures were 
being shown, Mr. John Bradford, of 
Pensacola, who is endeavoring to és- 
tablish qa playground commission in 
Jacksonville, gave an interesting ‘talk 
on public recreation and what it means 
toward the development of the child, 
mentally, morally and physically. He 
emphasized the importance of estab- 
lishing playgrounds for the rising gen- 
eration in this city, and that the citi- 
zens Of Jacksonville should not delay 
in providing suitable exercises for the 
children, both large and small 

“The management of the Savoy the- 
ater is to be congratulated on its lib- 
eral generosity in tendering a large 
proportion of the gross receipts yester- 
day to the civic department of the 
Woman's club, to oarry on the work of 
endeavoring to arouse the interest of 
citizens to establish and maintain a 
playground system which would be- 
come a permanent feature in the life 
of Jacksonville. 

“The patronesses of the day were:

Mrs. McCabe attended the Savoy 
during this time, and comments par- 
ticularly upon the natural light and 
air of the building. 

“The building is on a corner, with 
windows all along one side, and to 
me, who had never though of a mov- 
ing picture show, except as sunk be- 
tween two stores, the light and air 
was a delightful innovation.” 

General Secretary John Collier, of 
the national board of censorship of 
motion pictures recommends that the 
attention of women’s clubs be given 
particularly to the conditions under 
which the pictures are shown. 

Crowds attended these club women’s 
days at the Savoy. 


Another great civic enterprise, deep 
into which Jacksonville club women 
have plunged, is the effort of the St.

BY JACKSONVILLE CLUB WOMEN 


Winter, in name if not in reality, 
has carried a good many Georgia club 
women to Florida in the last few 
weeks. Mrs. H. M. Willet, state pres- 
ident, has just returned from St. Pet- 
ersburg. Mrs. W. P. Pattillo spent 
some weeks in Daytona, and Mrs. DB. 
G. McCabe, our faithful and beloved 
chairman of the state library commit- 
tee, was in St. Augustine for some 
weeks, and the guest of friends in 
Jacksonville for a time. 

Mrs. McCabe brings back some very 
interesting steries of club activities 
in Jacksonville, which make a good 
story. 

“If there ig anything in the line 
of civic betterment, which Jacksonville 
women are not back of, either direct- 
ly or as ‘promoters,’ I failed to find 
it,” says Mrs. McCabe. “Jacksonville 
is: the only place where I have ever 
found club activity equal to that of 
Georgia. ,Some of their enterprises 
may give some valuable points to our 
club workers.” 

Playgrounds Established. 

The very latest interest of the 
Jacksonville club is the establishment 
of playgrounds, and the club women 
have raised $500 for two playgrounds. 
A considerable amount of this money 
was raised by co-operation with a lo- 
cal moving picture concern. 

The following account may give a 
pointer for some other club: 

“Yesterday afternoon and last night 
the new Savoy theater, corner of Main 
and Forsyth streets, was packed with 
enthusiastic and interested audiences, 
many of the spectators being girls and 
boys eager to witness the special pro- 
gram which was given under the aus- 
pices of the civic department of the 
Woman’s club. 

“Several local pictures were shown 
on the screen, chief among which were 
scenes along Jacksonville’s river front 
and the proposed river front boule- 
vard; Hogans creek, before and after 
treatment, and Jacksonville’s billboard 
decorations. These were followed with 
a series of civic pictures, showing chil- 
dren’s gardens and playgrounds in oth- 
er cities, which conveyed ap excellent 
idea of the work that is being done in 
other municipalities tn this direction. 

“While these special pictures were 
being shown, Mr. John Bradford, of 
Pensacola, who is endeavoring to ¢és- 
tablish qa playground commission in 
Jacksonville, gave an interesting “talk 
on public recreation and what it means 
toward the development of the child, 
mentally, morally and physically. He 
emphasized the importance of estab- 
lishing playgrounds for the rising gen- 
eration in this city, and that the citi- 
zens of Jacksonville should not delay 
in providing suitable exercises for the 
children, both large and small 

“The management of the Savoy the- 
ater is to be congratulated on its lib- 
eral generosity in tendering a large 
proportion of the gross receipts yester- 
day to the civic department of the 
Woman's club, to oarry on the work of 
endeavoring to arouse the interest of 
citizens to establish and maintain a 
playground system which would be- 
come a permanent feature in the life 
of Jacksonville. 

“The patronesses of the day were: 
Mrs. J. H. Douglas, Mrs. A. G Cum- 
mer, Mrs. F. O. MoCuen, Mrs. H. HH. 
Richardson, Mrs, F. T. Sutherland, 
Mrs. J. W. McGriff, Mrs, W. P. Corbett, 
Mrs. A. D. Stevens.” 

Visited by Mra. McCabe. 

Mrs. McCabe attended the Savoy 
during this time, and comments par- 
ticularly upon the natural light and 
air of the building. 

“The building is on a corner, with 
windows all along one side, and to 
me, who had never though of a mov- 
ing picture show, except as sunk be- 
tween two stores, the light and air 
was a delightful innovation.” 

Genera] Secretary John Collier, of 
the national board of censorship of 
motion pictures recommends that the 
attention of women’s clubs be given 
particularly to the conditions under 
which the pictures are shown. 

Crowds attended these club women’s 
days at the Savoy. 

Another great civic enterprise, deep 
into which Jacksonville club women 
have plunged, is the effort of the St. 
Luke’s Hospital association to fraise 
$150,000 for a new hospital. ° Members 
of the Cumming family have offered to 
sive 50 cents for each dollar raised, 
and the citizens are most anxious to 
meet this offer with liberality.

Meantime, it is expected, 
the insurrectos have no inténtion to 
slacken their activities, as the war is 
being waged ‘“‘to oust Diaz, not merely 
his cabinet.”

VICTIMS CAUGHT IN TRAP 


AND PERISH MISERABLY 
WITHOUT CHANCE FOR LIFE 


Only One Fire Escape to the Building 
and Most of Employees Were Cut 
Off From This Avenue of Escape 


SCORES LEAPED FROM WINDOWS, 
CRASHED THROUGH FIRE NETS 
AND WERE BROKEN TO PIECES 


Some of the Victims Embraced and Kissed Before Taking 
the ” tal Leap—The Firemen Could Only Stand and 
Watch the Bodies of the Girls Shoot Like Catapults 
From the Windows to the Sidewalk—New York’s 
Worst Fire Disaster Since the Burning of the Steamer 


General Slocum. 


New York, March 25—One hundred and forty-elght persona 
—nine-tenths of them girls from the East Side—were crushed 
to death on the pavements, smothered in smoke or shriveled crisp. 
in a factory fire this afternoon in the worst disaster New York 
has known since the steamship General Slocum »was burned ‘to 
the water’s edge, off North Brother's Island, in 1904. 

One hundred and forty-one bodies had been removed from 
the ruins at midnight, and seven of the forty injured had died in 
hospitals. This, it is believed, completes the list of dead, most of 
whom are unidentified. Grief-crazed relatives besieged the morgue 
as the bodies were laid out.

The Reforms Proposed, 

With the changes in the cabinet, 
reforms will be enacted, it is current- 
ly reported, which will include 
changes in the electoral system, effect- 
tve suffrage in the election of state 
governors and a reformation of the 
powers of the jefes politicos. It is 
said a full program of these reforms 
will be given in the president’s mes- 
sage next Baturday at the opening of 
congress. 

That the admftnistration’s policy _of 
reforms now has an excellent chance of 
being carrtfed out successfully is cur- 
rently Yelfeved, and it is as widely be- 
Iteved that there will be no alteration 
in its attitude toward the rebels, so 
far as the war Is concerned: that the 
fighting berun by Madero and his fol- 
lowers will cease only when the Initta- 
tive Is taken by the rebels.

Passengers All Accounted For. 

Late tonight it was stated that the 
wreck had been thoroughly examined 
and that the death total will not be 
increased, as all passengers had been 
accounted for.

Carnegie Trust Probe Is 
to Go Deep. 


Twenty Noted Bankers Are 

Summoned to Testify and 
Much Excitement Results. 
Probe Is Going Into the 
State Bank Department. 


New York, March 25.—(Special.)— 
The equivalent of twenty large dyna- 
mite bombs was thrown into the bank- 
img district today by the district at- 
torney in the shape of twenty suD- 
poenas in the duces tecum requiring 
the recipients—all noted bankers—to 
appear before the grand jury next 
week in the Carnegie Trust investiga- 


tion. 

These subpoenas disclose that the 
grand jury is not only investigating 
the Carnegie -Trust Company failure 
and the relation of city deposits to 
loans made by banks to the William J.

N. C., March 26.—Chief 
Grant Mount Pleasant, of the Tusca- 
rora Indians of Niagara county, New 
York, is in Raleigh examining the state 
records preparatory to making a de- 
mand for the return to his tribe of 
41,113 acres of fertile land in Bertie 
county, this state. The land in that 
section is worth about $20 an aore, 
making the property aggregate prob- 
ably three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars. : 

The claims of the Tuscaroras, who 
are descendants of the Tuscaroras of 
Bertie, are that in leases made in 1776 
and 1803 to many individuals in Bertie 
county the stipulation was that these 
expired in 1916, and that the laws of 
this state clearly set out that despite 
non-oceupancy of the lands the Tus- 
caroras shall be considered as the own-

The building stands tonight with shell 
intact, and barely scarred—rather only 
smudged. 

The partitions of architectural tiling 
between floor and floor are sound, and 
it is impossible for one who did not see 
it to imagine how the flames in so short 
a time could have wrought such havoc. 
700 PERSONS, MOSTLY GIRLS, 

AT WORK WHEN FIRE STARTED 

Seven hundred persons, 500 of them 
women, were employed by the shirt- 
waist company. They sat in rows at 
their whirring machines, the tables be- 
fore them piled with flimsy cloth, the 
floor littered with lint, the air itself 
full of flying inflammable dust. The 
first rush of flame was almost an ex- 
plosion. Operators died in their chairs, 
their lungs seared by inhaling flame. 
Others were crowded into the elevator 
shafts after the cars had made their last 
trip. Still others were pushed off the 
inadequate interior fire escape. 

In such a horrible stream did the 
bodies overflow from the windows that 
the fire nets, stretched by the first com- 
pany to arrive, were soon gorged be- 
yond capacity. Twelve bodies weighted 
one net to the bursting point, but the 
bodies kept on tumbling to the pave- 
ment, through ‘meshes that could no 
longer support them. 

When the first breath of flame curled 
over the edge of a pile of shirting on 
the eighth floor, five minutes before 
quitting time, hundreds were in line 
before the cashier’s window. 

CURTAIN OF YELLOW FLAME 
WAS DANCING BEHIND GIRL 

In the office building across Wash- 
ington place, scores of men, detained 
beyond office houra, worked at their 
desks. One of them saw a girl rush to 
a window and throw up the sash. Be- 
hind her danced a seething curtain of 
yellow flame. She climbed to the sill, 
stood in black outline against the light, 
hesitating, then with a last touch of 
futile thrift, slipped her chatelaine bag 
over her wrist and jumped. Her body 
went whirling downward through the 
woven-wire glass of a canopy to the 
flagging below. Her sisters who fol- 
lowed flamed through the air like rock- 

ts. Their path could be followed, but 
hardly heard. 

It was 85 feet from the eighth floor 
to the ground, about 95 feet from the 
ninth floor, 115 feet from the cornice 
of the roof, and the upward rush of the 
draught and the crackle of the flames 
drowned their cries. 

SNAPPED LIKE ROTTEN CORD 
AND GIRLS FELL TO DEATH 

Six girls fought their way to a win- 
dow on the ninth floor over the bodies 
of fallen fellow-workers, and crawled 
out in single file on an 8-inch stone 
ledge running the length of the build- 
ing. More than a hundred feet above 
the sidewalk they crawled along their 
perilous pathway to an electric feed 
wire spanning Washington place. The 
leaders paused for their companions to 
catch up at the end of the ledge, and 
the six grabbed the wire simulta-!

A 18-year-old girl hung for three 


minutes by her fingertips to the sill of, 


a tenth-floor window. A tongue of 
flame licked at her fingers, and she 
dropped into a life net held by firemen. 
Two women fell into the net at almost 
the same moment. The strings parted 
and the three were added to the death 
list. The girl threw her pocketbook, then 
her hat, then her furs from the tenth- 
story window. A moment later her body 
came hurling after them to death. 
MAN AND WOMAN EMBRACE 
AND THEN JUMPED TO DEATH 
At a ninth-floor window a man and 
a woman appeared. The man embraced 
the woman and kissed her. Then he 
hurled her to the street and jumped. 


Both were killed. Five girls smashed | 


a pane of glass, dropped in a struggling 
tangle, and were crushed into a shape- 
less mass. 

A girl on the eighth floor leaped for 
a fireman’s ladder, which reached only 
to the sixth floor. She missed, struck 
the edge of a life net, and was picked 
up with her back broken. 

From one window a girl of about 13 
years, a woman, a man and two women 
with their arms about one another, 
threw themselves to the ground 
rapid succession. The little girl was 
whirled to the New York hospital in 
an ambulance. She screamed as the 
driver and a policeman lifted her into 
the hallway. A surgeon came out, gave 
one look at her face and touched her 
wrist. 

“She is dead,” he said. 

BLANKET RIPPED LIKE CLOTH 
AND THE GIRL WAS MANGLED 

One girl jumped into a horse blanket 
held by firemen and policemen. The 
blanket ripped like cheesecloth, and her 
body was mangled almost beyond rec- 
ognition. Another dropped into a tar- 
paulin held by three men. Her weight 
tore it from their grasp, and she struck 
the street, breaking almost every bone 


‘in her body. Almost at the same time a 


man somersaulted down upon the 
shoulder of a policeman holding the 
tarpaulin. He glanced off, struck the 
sidewalk and was picked up dead. 

Within the building a man on the 
eighth floor stationed himself at the 
door of one of the elevators, and with 
a club kept back the girls who had 
stampeded to the wide cage. Thirty 
were admitted to the oar at a time. 
They were rushed down as fast as pos- 
sible. 

At midnight police and firemen were 
still lowering bodies from the ninth 
and tenth floors of the burned build- 
ing, under the glare of searchlights. 
Sobbing hundreds were kept back by 
the police as the work progressed. The 
regular morgue was far too small to 
accommodate the dead, and the so- 
called charities pier bore the bulk of 
the charred bodies. The bodies were 
ranged in long lines down both sides 
of the pier, each in a wooden coffin 
such as the city provides for its pau- 
per dead.

GIRLS, MAD WITH FRIGHT, 
WERE CLUBBED TO SAFETY

New York, March 25.—“Yimmy” Le- 
han, a traffic equad policeman, dashed 
up eight flights of stairs when the 
fire was at its height, braced his 
shoulders against a barred door and 
burst it In. He found a score of girls 
mad with fright. He ordered them 
down the smoke-filled stairway, but 
they balked. He used his club andi 
beat them down to safety. Not one of 
the number perished. 

Bertha Weintrup, 20 years old, jump- 
ed from the tenth floor and was picked 
up unconscious with both legs frao- 
tured and internal injuries. She has a 
chance for life 


A boy who jumped from one of the 
upper floors was caught by a police- 
man who braced himself and held the 
youngster practically uninjured, al- 
though both fell to the street. 

Mothers, fathers and other relatives, 
literally mad with grief, stormed the 
police lines at the morgue tonight. 
Hysterical women fell in the streets 
and had to be carried away in the 
already overcrowded ambulance. 
Among the bodies are more than fifty 
burned beyond all semblance of hu- 
man form and they will perhaps have 
to share a common grave as unknown 
dead,

WHEREVER THEGIRLS TURNED - 


THEY MET WHIRLWIND OF FIRE 


New York, March 25.—(SpecialL)— 
The smoke of the fire in which the 
girls perished scarcely blackened the 
sky. No big definite clouds arose to 
blot out the sunshine and the spring- 
time brightness of the blue above. 

Concentrated, the fire burned with- 
in. The flames caught all the filmsy 
lace stuff and linens that go into the 
making of spring and summer shirt- 
waists and fed eagerly upon the rolis 
of silk. 

The cutting room was laden with the 


stuff on long tables. The employees 
were toiling over such material at 


the rows and rows of machines. Sin- 
isterly the spring day gave aid to the 
fire. Many of the window panes fac- 
ing south and east were drawn down. 
Draughts had full play. 

The experts smy that the three 
floors must each haye become a whirl- 
wind of fire. Whichever way the en- 
trapped creatures fled they met a cury- 
ing sweep of flames. Many swooned 
and died. Others fought their way to 
the windows or the elevator or feli 
fighting for a chance at the fire escape 
—the single fire escape, leading into 
the blind oourt that was to be reached 


from the upper floors 

over a window sill 
On all of the three floors, at a nar- 

row window, a crowd met death try- 


ing to get out to that one slender 


fire escape ladder. 

It was a fire-proof building in which 
this enormous tragedy oocurred. Save 
for the three stories of blackened win- 
dows at the top, you would scarcely 
have been able to tell where the fire 
had happened. The walls stood firmly. 
A thin tongue of flames now and then 
licked around a remnant of window 
sash, 

It was the first fire with heavy loss 
of life in a sky-scraper factory build- 
ing in this city, but it bore out Fire 
Chief Croker’s predictions of several 
years’ standing. These were that such 
a fire would absolutely mean disaster. 
The walls of the buildings are fire- 
proof, but the contents of the build- 
ings—in this case—are highly inflam- 
mable. The fire, having no manner of 
eating into the walls, concentrates on 
all the food it can find in the tinterior. 
The result Is a furnace, with the flames 
fighting upward till they strike the 
roof. Then the fire mushrooms and 
starts back down the walls.

FORTY GIRLS ARE RESCUED 
BY UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 


New York, March 25.—On the tenth 
floor of the building adjoining the 
burning structure is the law depart- 
ment of New York university. Here 
twenty-odd students were listening to 
a lecture by Frank H. Sommer, former 
sheriff of Essex county, New Jersey. 
He saw the smoke and saw the girls 
trapped on the roof. He led his class 
to the roof of the university quarters, 
where they found two ladders. The 
boys seized these, bore them down two 
flights to the roof of an intervening 
building, swarmed out of the windows

Colossal Concrete Indian Statue 

The world’s biggest Indian now 
stands with arms folded on a high 
bluff overlooking the Rock river, near 
Oregon, Ill., visible for miles around. 
In solemn, silent dignity the massive 
form rears itself bodily against the 
skyline: from almost every point of the 
compass, its height of 48 feet added to 
an 18-foot base and the 250-foot emi- 
nence on which it.stands giving it an 
altitude of more than 300 feet above 
the surrounding country. 

The Indian is made of concrete and 
marks an epoch in statue building, as 
it is not only a work of art, but an 
example of mechanical genius and en- 
gineering skill. It is the work of one 
of the greatest of the latter-day school 
of sculptors, Lorado Taft. Mr. Taft 
conceived the idea of placing the he- 
roic figure of the Indian on the Rock 
river bluff several years ago and spent 
much time in working out the plans 
for the work.

Speed of Autos Regulated by 
Fire Limits---Few People Seem 
to Know Where the Limits 

-\ Now Extend---Last Law and 

| an Amendment. 


As Atlanta's auto speed law is based 


{on the fire limits, and as very few peo- 


‘ple know where the fire limits are, The 
publishes them below. 
Under the auto speed law cars are al- 
lowed to run not more than 8 miles,an 
hour in the fire HMmits and 15 miles 
an hour outside the fire limits. 


The last fire limits weré adopted by 
council on May 6, 1907. The ordinance 
was subsequently amended on May 18, 
1908. Both the original ordinance and 
the amendment are given below : 

“Section 651. The first or close dis- 
trict shall be and include all that part 
of the city lying and being inside the 
limits*as follows: Commencing at the 
northwest corner of Piedmont avenue 
and Cain street, and running thence 
west along the north side of Cain 
Street to a point thereon 200 feet, east 
street to a point thereon 200 feet east 
thence running north in a line parallel 
with and 200 feet east of the east side 
of Peachtree street to the south side of 
East Baker street; thence west along 
the south side of East and West Baker 
streets, to a point on the south side of 
Baker street, 200 feet west of the west 
side of Peachtree street; thence south 
in a line parallel with and 200 feet west 
of the west side of Peachtree street to 
the north side of West Cain street; 
thence along the north side of West 
Cain street to east side of Spring 
street; thence southerly along the east 
side of Spring street to a point 100 feet 
east of the east side of Walton street; 
thence north in a line parallel with 
and 100 feet east of the east side of 
WaAlton street to a point thereon 100 
feet south of the east side of Marietta 
street; thence north in a line parallel 
with and 100 feet east of the east side 
of Marietta street to south side of 
Johns street; thence west along the 
south side of Johns street to right-of- 
way of Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company; thence south along the east 
side of said right-of-way to south side 
of Thurmond street; thence west along 
the south side of the railroad track 
known as the ‘Old Monroe’ track; 
thence southeasterly along the west 
side of said track to a point immedi- 
ately west of the north side of Broth- 
erton street at its western termf- 
nus; thence easterly to the north 
side of Brotherton’ street; thence 
easterly along the north side of 
Brotherton street to north side of 
East Fair street; thence along 
the north side of East Fair street to 
west side of Capitol avenue; thence 
northwesterly along the northwest side 
of Capitol avenue to north side of Cen- 
tral place; thence along said side of 
Central place to west or northwest side 
of Butler street; thence along said side 
of Butler street to a point thereon 100 
feet south of south side of Decatur 
street: thence east in a line parallel 
with and 100 feet south of south side 
of Decatur street; thence east in a line 
parallel with and 100 feet south of 
south side of Decatur street to west 
side of Moore street; thence along the 
west side of Moore street to a point 
100 feet north of the north side of De- 
ecatur street; thence westerly in a line 
parallel with and 100 feet north of 
north side of Decatur street to west 
side of Butler street; thence north 
along said west side of Butler street to 
a point 100 feet north of north side of 
Edgewood avenue; thence in a line par- 
allel with and 100 feet north of north 
side of Edgewood avenue to west side 
of Piedmont avenue; thence northerly 
along the west side of Piedmont ave- 
nue to beginning point.

As for Stripling, I never knew him 
to do anything, unless it was in the 
dark, except one day, when he left his 
wife.

It was his 
friends and a bribed jailer who got 
him out of jail after he had been con- 
victed for murder and given a life 
sentence. 

I want to call attention to the fact 
that at his trial Stripling said it was 
Howell Durham’s wife who gave Bil- 
lie watermelon when he asked her for 
a kiss.

STRIPLING’S STREET CAR MATE 


TELLS OF THEIR FRIENDSHIP! 


Columbus, Ga., March 25.—(S8pecial.) 
Years ago, when Edgar Stripling was 
a street car conductor in Columbus, F. 
M. Holliday was his motorman. 

Time passed, one of the men was 
Placed on trial for his life, was con- 
victed and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, escaped, went to aie distant 
state, started life over and in time 
became the executive head of the 
law-and-order system of a leading 
city in that state. 

In the changes that time brings, 
Holliday, the man who had been at 
the front end of the Columbus trol- 
ley car referred to, drifted to Dan- 
ville, Va., and thus by a coincidence 
the two men were once more thrown 
together. 
one of the millg there, knew that the 
chief of police, the man who was 
making such a record by his vigorous 
crusade against lawbreakers, was an 
escaped convict from Georgia and 
that a reward hung over his head, 
but he was loyal to his old friend and 
kept’ the knowledge to himself. 

Holliday has just written the fol- 
lowing. letter to a local newspaper 
regarding Stripling’s case:

“First, I will say that I have known 
Edgar Stripling for 20 years or more, 
having worked with him in Colum- 
bus, Ga. on the street railway.

I was liv- 
ing in Columbus at the time of this 
trouble he had in Chipley.

“They invariably came at the lunch 
hour, when it was natural to suppose 
that all the officers and responsible 
heads were away from the plant, and 
they would be discovered in the most 
unusual places,” he said.

make an inspection without first mak- 
ing their presence known and stating 
their business to someone in authority.

Factories Strictly San.tary. 


Reviewing the testimony of the vari- 
ous witnesses for the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany. Mr. Candler said that, as the gen- 
eral manager of the Atlanta plant, he 
had testified to the sanitary conditions 
under which coca-cola is manufactured. 
In telling of the precise conditions ob- 
taining in the factory, he drew a black- 
board sketch showing the arrangement 
of the plant and the process through 
which the syrup passed from the kettle 
to the barrel in which finally shipped. 
lie said the syrup was atrained 
throuzh three copper strainers, and 
lastiv through a cheese cloth, so no 
foreign matter could possibly get into 
the finished product. 

Answering certain charges of the 
government sleuths, he said tobacco 
chewing was absolutely prohibited in 
the plant; that no unsound or un- 
healthy person was given work, both 
for sanitary reasons and because the 
work was too heavy for such persons 
to perform satisfactorily, and that all 
the employees were presentable and 
required to dress decently.

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WHY SMELTING IS IN ILL REPUTE: 


By Dr. Alice Hamilton, 


Medical Inspector Illinois Commission 

on Occupational Diseases. 

(Exclusive Service The Survey 
Bureau.) 

A model white lead factory in Ili- 
nois employs throughout the year 
about 200 men. Medical examination of 
those who complained, or seemed ill, 
revealed twenty-five cases of lead 
poisoning last year. Cookson's White 
Lead Works in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 4 
model English factory, has 187 em- 
ployees. Careful weekly medical in- 
spection of all on the pay roll failed 
to show one instance of lead poisoning 
last year. A white lead factory in 
London with ninety-two men has not 
had a case of poisoning in five years, 
while in a slightly larger Illinois fac- 
tory 28 per cent of all the employees 
have been leaded, two of them fatally 
within the last year. 

Such facts as these show that the 
methods used in this country are far 
more dangerous than those mployed in 
Europe and England. An investigation 
into the lead trades in Illinois has been 
made by the state commission on occu- 
pational diseases. Instances of lead 
poisoning have been found in twenty- 
eight trades, and from the records of 
physicians during the past three years 
578 individual cases have been discov- 
ered. Information gathered from fore- 
men and physicians points to a much 
larger figure. There is necessarily only 
a small fraction of the victims whose 
names and addresses can be procured, 
for the majority of physicians keep no 
record of these. 

There are very few women on our 
list, only 18 out of the total of 578, 
and the fact that the lead trades in 
this state employ very small numbers 
of women is a great advantage, for 
they are notoriously more susceptible 
to this form of poisoning than men. 

Certain industries stand out as spe- 
cially productive of lead poisoning. 
These are the white lead industry, lead 
smelting and refining, the making of 
storage batteries and of dry colors 
and paints, and the painting trade. Out 
of 318 cases of lead poisoning Known 
to have occurred in 1910 all but 65 be- 
longed to these five trades. All these 
are inherently dangerous as carried on 
in this country, but all could be made 
far safer than they .are without any 
radical change in method. There are 
quite unnecessary dangers, due not 
to the method-used, but only to care- 
The lead 
smelting industry is. an illustration. As 
carried on in America it is a far more 
in Europe, and

make one of our plants as safe as a 
German lead smelting works. Un- 
fortunately, however, the American 
lead smelter— lie is usually a new ar- 
rived Slav, Greek or Italian-—is not 
only exposed to risks which he would 
escape in Germany, but he is not near- 
lv as well cared for as he would be 
there. Our methods compel a man to 
work in an atmosphere of lead dust 
and fumes which foreign methods have 
done away with: but,‘while a foreign 
workman is cared for under a doctor's 
supervision, ollr laborers Aare often 
completely neglected. * 

There is much lead poisoning among 
the lead smelters in Illinois. One hun- 
dred and eighty-one cases have been 
found. Many instances remain undis- 
covered because the unskilled foreign- 
ers leave the work as soon as they 
begin to suffer, and are, consequently. 
never heard of. Eleven physicians have 
stated that they see a total of 270 cases 
a vear among the workers in the three 
largest smelting works. These three 
factories employ approximately 1,000 
hands, but, according to the most con- 
scervative statements of their foremen, 
there are at least 4,000 men employed 
vearly because’ the working force 
changes continuously. 

The making of storage batteries is 
everywhere recognized as dangerous. 
It is not -possible to make a storage 
battery factory entirely safe, althougu 
the evils can be greatly reduced. None 
of the factories visited were found to 
be using all possible precautions to 
protect the men. One newly-arrived 
Russian Jew Was set to working with 
the red lead paste and moistened his 
fingers in his mouth as he worked, be- 
cause he had never been told that the 
material. was Cangerous. He was se- 
riously leaded at the end of ten days. 

Thé white lead industry in Llinofs 
has improved more than any other 
lea trade during recent times. Three 
of our four factories are new and very 
well constructed, and in all but one of 
them there is a strong effort being 
made to do away with some of the 
more dangerous features. 

Some of our paint and dry color 
houses, where /dry lead salts are pro- 
duced and handled, have an inexcusa- 
bly large amount of lead poison.ng. 
That this is due solely to neglect is 
shown by the contrast between twv 
Illinois paint houses. These two fac- 
tories are both new, well ventilated, 
admirable externally. They employ 
about an equal number of men. We 
have not traced a single case of lead 
poison to one of these; we have found 
eleven which belong to the other. Thi: 
is an illustration of the results of 
leaving all such matters to the good 
will of the employer, for I can find no 
other cause for this difference except 


the care given the men in one place, 
and the meglect in the other. 

The painting trade is another in 
which the American methods are far 
more dangerous than those used 
abroad. The painter acquires lead 
poisoning not through chewing lead- 
smeared tobacco, or eatin lead 
smeared food, or breathing dry lead 
dust. The first risk he can avoid by 
not using tobacco while at work, and 
by careful washing before eating, pro- 
vided there is a place wh-re he can 
wash. House and sign painters 
have the choice between a lunch eaten 
a hands and no lunch 
at all 

The second danger to which the 
painter is exposed is the dust-laden 
atmosphere caused- by mixing dry 
white or yellow lead with paint or 
putty, and by sandpapering coats of 
paint after tney are dry. This last is 
a danger against which a painter can- 
not protect himself, and it is usually 
carried on in closed rooms, with no 
system of ventilation to remove the 
dust. 

It is often said that painters cannot 
be protected from lead poisoning un- 
less we abolish the use of wh.te lead 
paint, as they are doing in France. 
But even with its use, it is still possi- 
ble to protect them better than we do 
now. In Germany the contractor is 
obliged to provide a warm room in 
which his painters may wash, change 
their clothes and eat lunch, even if 
the work is done in the country. In 
Germany and Belgium no lead paint 
may be rubbed or sandpapered while 
dry. Water must be used. In Eng- 
land this wet method isgused even on 
the finest carriages and autom >biles. 
I do not know why it is considered 
impossible in these industries 
America. 

It is gratifying to note that the evils 
in the lead trades tend to grow less 
because machinery is everywhere dis- 
placing hand-work. Unfortunately, the 
advance in methods of work has not 
been paralleled by an improvement: in 
the care of the men. In consequence, 
perhaps, the lead trades are in bad 
repute with the working class, and 
only the most ignorant and hse!ples for- 
eigners seek employment in the white 
lead and smeiting plants. There are 
indications that some of the larger es- 
tablishments are beginning to recog- 
nize the economic waste of this form 
of labor. and several are plarning re- 
forms which will.result in some pro- 
tection for the me"nagainst leap pois- 
oning.

_ Making Steam Work. 

Watt, an Englishman. first discoy- 
ered the power of steam by noticing 
that the cover of his mother’s boiling 
tea kettle was frequently pushad up 
by the steam in its effort to get out. 
Chis resulted in his making the first 
‘team engine. Since Watt made the 
engine, improvements have been 
made in all its parts, such as flues in 
the boiler, safety valves, governors. 
and devices to save the power yet re- 
maining in steam already partially 
used. Today we have the swift loco- 
motives ‘drawing palatial passenger 
trains from coast to coast. the power- 
ful “mogul” engines for long freight 
trains and the massive stationary en- 
gines for factory us» On the sea 
great ocean liners like the Maureta- 
nia are making new speed _ records 
every year. Threshing is done by 
steam machinery, and in the city the 
steam roller helps to pave the streets, 
the steam hoist helps to build steam 
heated skyscrapers, and steam fire 
engines protect the lives within these 
buildings.

Rather than show any partiality, 
Hoyt also showed up at a leading 
jewelry store, carrying away with him 
several small articles which he hai 
¢hargeq to him. He explained that he 
was rushing to play golf with a promi- 
nent Atlantan and didn’t have time 
to decide definitely on the goods, giv- 
ing this as his excuse for not paying 
cash. He left the city without pay- 
ing, it is understood. 

Hayt also opened an account with 
one of the local banks, depositing a 
personal check drawn on a New York 
bank for $5,000. He made no effort 
to check against this deposit, how- 
ever. In addition, he rented a safety 
deposit box, but so far as any one 
knows, put nothing in it. 

To begin with, he leased seven offices 
in the Walton building, bought furni- 
ture to equip them in good style, and 
announced that he expected to open 
them for business within a short time.

George M. Napier, grand master of 
the Masons in Georgia, with his fe!l- 
low Masong, laid the cornerstone ac- 
eording to the accepted ritual, but 
before this ceremony there were 4 
mumber of interesting addresses 
fom various well-known citizens. 

H. Terrell, chairman of the 
building committee of the new school, 
fhad charge of the program; and he 


first introduced ex-Mayor Maddox, 


commenting on the fact that it was 
during Mr. Maddox's administration 
that the bond issue was passed, an 
describing him as the “hest mayor 
the city had ever had, and a man 
who would make the best governor 
that the state of Georgia could have.” 

The ex-muayor's address was brief 
but full of the interest which he feels 
in public progress. He opened his re- 
marks hb; saving that “the condition 
of a city’s schools is the barometer of 
the city's progress.’ 

Following ex-Mavor Maddox, Alder- 
man A. J. Johnson of the First ward, 
who has been much interested in the 
school from the beginning. spoke for 
@ few minutes, and then Superinten- 
dent Slaton spokk. 


The history of the school, prepared 
by Miss Battle, the present principal, 
was read by Prof. L. M. Landrum, 
assistant superintendent of the pub- 
lic schools, and who for 11 years was 
principal of the Walker street school. 

The paper brought out the fact that 
the old building, which gives way to 
the splendiq new structure, is one of 
the very oldest schools in the city, 
being one of the first three built. It 
has been doing good service since 
1872, and, though so old, brought a 
fair price when it was sold. 

It is 39 years ola, and Professor 
Landrum told a number of interesting 
stories of things which have occurred 
within its walls. It now has 650 pu- 
pils 

The Masonic cefemony for the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone followed the 
addresses. 

An attractive feature of the _ pro- 
gram was the singing by the children. 
They opened the exercises with “Co- 
luynbia, the Gem of the Ocean,” wav- 
ing American flags which they had 
borne over their shouiders as they 
came marching in. The children sang 
“America” during the actual laying 
of the stone. 

The cornerstone is the gift of the 
architect of the building, Frank Cc. 
Waters, who decided to provide one 
himself when city council refused to 
do so. 

He was introduced as “a gvod Ma. 


son, a good architect and the man who 


gave the cornerstone.” 


Some Reminiscences. 

After the laying of the qornerstone 
for the new Walker street school bui d- 
ing yesterday afternoon, a number of 
the “old-timers” got together to talk 
over the days when the old school was 
erected. ‘ 

Those who know the history of the 
old school building will hate to see it 
go, for its destruction will be like the 
taking away of the face of a friend in 
that neighborhood. As the principal 
said in her short history of the school 
at the exercises Saturday, “the only 
consoling part of it is that a splendid 
new building is to take its place.” 

Some of those who live nearby recall 
the first board of education which At- 
lanta ever had; and in looking over 
the list the names of the city’s most 
prominent citizens, past and present, 
ure to be found. 

The board at that time consisted of 
Joseph E. Brown, Joseph P. Logan, E. 
x. Rawson, Logan E. Bleckley, L. P. 
Grant, David Mayer, E. C. Phillips, John 
A. Flinn. L. W. Scruggs, M. C. Blanchard,

officio John H. James. 

The old building has not yet been 
torn down, but it soon will be, as the 
new structure is going up fast. The 
Walker street school fs the second of 
the new buildings authorized by the 
bond issue to have its cornerstone laid.

Augusta Chronicle Says 
Editor of the Savannah 
Press Can Solve Tangle. 


Augusta, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)— 
The Augusta Chronicle will tomorrow 
definitely nominate—but without his 
knowledge and consent—Hon. Pleasant 
A. Stovall, of Chatham, for the United 
States senate, to succeed the late Sena- 
tor Clay. 

This action on the part of The 
Chronicle comes as a complete surprise 
to the “Brown camp” here, because it 
had been supposed that The Chronicle 
would support Senator Terrell, or some 
other member of the Brown faction. 
Mr. Stovall, as all know, was an ar- 
dent supporter of Governor Hoke Smith, 
and, as the editorial in question says, 
The Chronicle and The Savannah Press, 
Mr. Stovall's papér, have seldom been 
together politically. 

Mr. Stovall, however, was born in 
Augusta, and was, at one time, an ed- 
itor of The Chronicle under the late 
He has thousands of 
friends in this city and throughout this 
section, who will warmly support him 


‘ should he determine to enter the sena- 


‘torial race: The same is true of. 
Athens, where he lived as a young 
man, and where he now hag strong 
family connections. 

It is believed that Mr. Stovall will 
be readily accepted as the south Geor- 
gia and eastern Georgia candidate. 

The Chrenicle will say: 

Stovall for the Senate. 

“The Georgia senatorial situation 
still refuses to ‘shape up.’ And fora 
very good reason, to wit: Outside of 
two names — Governor-elect Hoke 


' Smith on the one side, and Senator Ter- 


rell on the other—no one seems to be 
seriously considering making the race 
for the United States senatorship; nor 
does anyone else seem to be seriously 
considered, by the public, in connection 
therewith. 

“And yet, there are many good frea- 
sons why the people of Georgia should, 
at this time, look to other than these 
two rival politicians in choosing a suc- 
cessor to the late Senator Clay. But 
we want no better reason than this— 
political peace and harmony in Georgia 
—for a time at least. And we believe 
the people of Georgia would much pre- 
fer tosettle this senatorial situation on 
a basis of political peace and harmony 
—provided the proper man can De 
found. 

“Unfortunately—and we say it with 
all due respect for the various ‘as- 
pirants’—no one, other than Messrs. 
Smith and Terrell, has been brought 
forward who would seem to measure 
up to the requirements; if, perhaps, we 
might be permitted to mention, by way 
of exception, two south Georgians, 
either of whom would preserve the 
best traditions of Georgia in the 
Uniteg States senate; and, at the same 
time, give just recognition to a section 
of the state that has too long been left 
out in the cold politically. 

“One of these is Hon. William G. 
Brantley, present congressman from 
the eleventh district, and the other is 
Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, editor and 
owner of The Savannah Press. The 
former might be accredited, in a meas- 
ure, to the so-called ‘Brown faction’ 
in Georgia, While the latter, in about 
the same measure, might be placed in 
the ‘Smith camp.’

“Knowin ghim to be such a man, we 
trust The Chronicle may never be go 
partisan as not to be able to admit 
the fitness of such a man for high po- 
litical honor, whatever our factional!

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SLEEPING 
IS SHOT 10 DEATH 


Dr. Kelly, Committed for 
Drunkenness, Fatally 
Wounds Bartender. 


Des Moines, Towa, March 25.—Dr. 
H. B. Helly, of Council Bluffs, shot and 
killed Deputy Sheriff Clarence Woll- 
man here today and a short time later 
shot and killed Edward Sterzing, a 
Des Moines bartender. 

Dr. Kelly was being taken by the 
deputy sheriff to an inebriate hospital 
at Knoxville. The two men occupied 


the same room at the Kirkwood hotel 
during the night. This morning Kelly 
awakened, extracted a revolver from 
the pocket of the deputy sheriff and 
fired three shots into the body of the 
latter as he lay asleep.

drink. Sterzing, the bartender, refused 
to give him the liquor. 

“You saloonkeepers have made an 
inebriate of me and now you refuse me 
a drink,’ Kelly said. as he drew the 
revolver, which he had reloaded, and 
fired five shots into Sterzing’s body. 
Sterzing died an hour later at Mercy 
hospital, 

Kelly was caught within a short dis- 
tance from the‘saloon and locked up in 
the city jail. He is 30 years old and 
well-known at Council Bluffs. He is a 
member of a prominent family.

WITH DRIED SWEET POTATOES 


Mt. Airv, Ga., March 25.—(Special.) 
—While the farmer is planning a 
diversified crop, and the press agitat- 
ing the same as a wise course, why 
not question in accord with the edi- 
tor who asked, “Why not capitalize 
cther products of the farm than cot- 
ton?” 

Since the peach crop is generally 
considered a failure this season; the 
boll weevil and other enemies to cot- 
ton may cut it short, and the corn 
crop is not always a sure one—why 
not cultivate another product ind'- 
genous to the south—the sweet pota- 
to? 

A profitable industry might be add- 
ed to the farmer by growing the sweet 
potato extensively. The only enemy 
to the potato is the rot in keeping 
them through the winter. 

Since they can be dried and kept 
perfectly for as long as two years 
this one enemy can be met with grati- 
fvinge results. This can be accomplish- 
ed with a small outlay of time and 
labor. 

How Potatoes Are Dried. 

The potatoes are placed in large 
boilers well covered with water and 
boiled until they are little more than 
half cooked through. They may then 
be placed on tables to cool so they can 
be peeled. They are then cut length- 
wise of the potato in slices one-fourth 
inch in thickness and placed on clean, 
smooth boards to dry in the sunshine. 

If they are dried on paper, cloth or 
a rough surface, the same adheres 
to the potato when removed. It will 


require about the same length of time 
for them to dry as the apple or peach. 

When perfectly dry, like any dried 
fruit. they can be put away in the 
same manner and kept perfectly with- 
out further care. They can be fried, | 
candied. made into pies and puddings, | 
in fact in every way you could use the | 
fresh. potato .excepting to bake it. 

These dried potatoes could easily be! 
put cm the market packed in smal! 


boxes or packages like the dry fig. 
date or prune. The best variety of 
sweet potato for drying is the Nancy 
Hall and Triumph. They aré@ very 
sweet and delicious.

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Fine Points About Soups. 

Often it is the small attentions or 
lack of them which makes or mars a 
soup. The methods have always been 
very clear to the initiated ang the 
painstaking. But for those who do 
not know a few careful suggestions 
froin Miss Beecher’s Domestic Receipt 
Book, which are put in such a de- 
tailed form that they cannot but be 
heipful are given. She says: 

The delicate and proper blending of 
savors is the chief art in good soup- 
making. Be sure and skim the grease 
off the soup when it first boils, or It 
will not become clear. Throw in a lit- 
tle salt to bring up the scum. Remove 
all grease. 

Be sure and simmer softly and never 
let a soup boil hard. 

Put the meat into cold water and I!et 
xrow warm slowly. This dissolves 
the gelatine, allows the albumen to 
disengage and the scum to rise and 
diffuses the savory part of the meat. 
Be sure not to leave any fat floating 
on the surface. A quart Of water to a 
poung Of meat, or a little iess, is a 
good rule. Soup made of uncooked 
meat is as good the second day if 
heateq to the boiling point. If 
water ts needed use bhoilin: 
as cold or lukewarm spoi! 
it is thought that

The Tariff Board as It Exists. 

The original authority is found in 
section 2 of the present Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law, passed August 5. 1909, in 
which the president is authorized to 
employ such persons as may be re- 
quired to secure information to 4as- 
sist him in discharging the duties im- 
posed upon him as to the minimum and 
maximum rates so as to secure equal- 
ity of treatment by foreign nations 
in fiscal metters, and also to assist 
the officers of the government in the 
administration of the customs laws. 
From the first, President Taft construed 
this provision as giving him a wide 
scope, and at the time of the passage 
of the tariff law he announced that 
he would assume that it gave him au- 
thority “‘to secure statistics covering 
the prices and costs of production of 
goods at home and abroad upon which 
solentific tariffs must be built,” and he 
subsequently asked congress to proad- 
en the authority, extend the scope, 
and furnish additional funds. Accord- 
ingly, in the sundry appropriation act, 
passed June 26, 1910, there was an 
appropriation made of a quarter of a 
million of dollars to enable the presi- 
dent to secure information to assist him 
in these matters, “including such in- 
vestigations of the cost of production 
of commodities, covering cost of ma- 
terial, fabrication, and every other ele- 
ment of such cost of production, P 
including the employment of such per- 
sons as may be required for those 
purposes.”

A convention of Jewish farmers met FOR YOUR NEW HOUSE 


in New York city recently. There are 
two agricultura] schools maintained 
by Jews, both of which are crowded 
to the doors, and aré obliged to turn 
away applicants. The Jew for cen- 
turtes has been a Aweller in the ghet- 
tos of great cities, and had anyone 
predicated these facts fifteen years 
ago he would have been scoffed at. 
The farm and the life of the farmer 
appeal to the Jew in whom the tra- 
ditions of his people are still alive, 
and who remembers that it is his Bib- 
lical environment. Cruelty and op- 
pression banished him from the estate 


1he enjoyea when his race was at the 


apex of its power and attainment. His 
ideal for the future of mankind is 
agricultural The claims of modern 
scientific agriculture fall on appre- 
ciative ears. He hears an old melody, 
as it were, a familiar tune. 


At Farm School, near Doylestown, | 
Pa., 363 acres of land have been re-' 


served for the exclusive use of the 
National Farm School, a non-sectarian 
institution which was founded in 1896. 
It is dedicated to the encouragement 
of agriculture among those who would 
otherwise be condemned to life in 
sweat shops. Though all creeds are 
welcomed and the religious services 
are non-sectarian, most cf the lads are 
Jews. The boys are taken from the 
influences of the ghettos which iney 
itably stunt their Jives. They are ad- 
mitted on their own application after 
a grammar school training. The 
school has good instructors and mod- 
ern equipment. There are twenty 
splendid horses which gives each boy 
a chance to plough. P 

After a two, three or four-year 
course, as the boy may ehoose, a diplo- 
ma is awarded that certifies him to 
be a scientific and practical farmer. 
Tuition is free, and there are some 
scholarships which provide for lodg- 
ing, clothes, food and all other neces- 
saries. A few of the subjects taught 
are soils. fertilization, bee culture, 
agricultural bacteriology, agricultural 
chemistry, agricultural literature, ani- 
mal husbandry. rurat economics and 
law. In order that the course may not 
be too one-sided, through containing 
only subjects related to the soll, arith- 
metic, English Hterature and history 
are taught. 

The boys work the entire year 
round doing the practical] part of the 
course in summer and pursuing their 
studies in winter. The day lasts from 
5:45 to 9. and the bovs lead a healthy, 
busy. enthusiastic life. Tney are al- 
lowed a vacation of twenty-eight days 
which they can take at any time sub- 
ject to approval by the director, and 
es library and an athletic association. 

The full liberty to choose any time 
for the vacation is not abused and used 
to shirk when there is the most work 
to be done. The boys are industrious 
lads with a keen sense of duty, and are 
absorbed in their work. We rarely 
have a case of indolence. though boys 
will oceasionally try to dodge the small 
tasks such as making their beds, but 
they are at times lonesome. I! spend 
the month of July with them, and we 
have a moving picture show every Wed- 
nesday. \ll the farmers from the 
neighbohood are invited to come, and 
we have quite a sociable time. The 
boys haven't enough social life. I 
sometimes think it would be a good 
plan if we had girls in our institution 
to make the life pleasanter. One result 
might be that some of our graduates, 
who now marry city girls and give up 
the calling for which they are trained, 
would select helpmates who had learn- 
ed to love the chosen career of their 
husbands. We have had several cases 
where our boys have been induced by 
their wives to return to the city where 
they have not prospered 

Some have wondered why we do not 
accept money from such of the boys as 
offer to pay for the training. We de- 
pend entirely upon our income, and do 
not even add to it by selling products 
at the market, for our boys eat all we 
raise and more. If a lad offers to pay 
his way we usually find he either has a 
romantic impulse that soon dies out. or 
he is ill, and ts sent for the benefit of 
work out of doors. It is not our pur- 
pose to serve as a sanatorium. We try 
to fit poor boys who are healthy and 
ambitious for a life they could not reach 
without our aid. The well-to-do boy 
isn’t content to be a tiller of the soil, 
an occupation that should be held in 
the highest esteem. 

One difficulty is to get recognition 
for our diplonmia and to have it respect- 
ed as a degree from a medice! or law 
school is. Our gradvates give satis- 
faction in their work. and often produce 
a profit for farmers in such lines as 
poultry. where they have failed them- 
selves. Often, however, farm owners

(From The March Forum.) 

Courage, especially in our over-re- 
fined time, is perhaps more valuable 
than style. To the quality of courage, 
indeed, that of style has still a chance 
#0 come. It is this that its NKely to 
keep in remembrance the name of Da- 
vid Graham Phillips as an American 
novelist. In a time when, despite the 
greater number of writers and the 
higher average of technical skill, our 
novelists were not so adequately de- 
picting their time and place as did, 
gay, the two Edgars, Fawcett and Sal- 
tus, or even the earliest efforts of Hen- 
ry James and Mr, Howells, Phillips 
came up out of the journalistic ranks 
conspicuously determined to ,write, AB 
forthrightly as possible, a candid 
chronicle of the world he lived in. 
Candor and courage remained, to the 
end, his distinguishing virtues He 
discovered the sinister side to our con. 
duct of affairs political and fimancial; 
having done that, he moved on to what 
took still greater courage: to discover 
to herself, and the world in general, 
the shortcomings of the American 
woman, whom so many artists in pen 
and pencil conspire to figure as hu- 
manity’s supreme development in our 
time. He did this, realizing that wom- 
an dominates America’s taste for fic- 
tion aw for all the other arts. Devoid 
of charm in manner, he so honestly 
was telling the truth as he saw it, that 
—like England in some of her cam- 
aigns——he “blundered through some- 
ow” to secure a position among the 
best-sellers. While there was no ad- 
vance in craft between his first novel, 
“The Great God Success,” and the last, 
“The Husband's Story,” he was obvi- 
ously coming constantly to a larger 
outlook upon Nfe, though he had not 
yet sloughed off a certain jingoistic 
parochialism permitting him to utter 
some essentially journalistic common- 
places about foreign aristocracies. 
More balance, and a greater concern 
for English might still have come to 
him lt seems never too late for that: 
we need only to remember the oase of 
Joseph Conrad.

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Moving Picture Craze Grips England 


All Films Supplied 
By the United States

London, March 25.—Five years ago 
thre were no moving picture theaters 
in England. Attempts had, been made 
to popularize the cinematograph, but 
without success. It is less than three 
years ago that the Pavilion theater, 
in PiccadiNy Circus, was thrown open 
for moving picture matinees, but rare- 
ly more than a score of people passed 
its doors of an afternoon, and the pro- 
moters were compelled to pocket their 
considerable loss and | t defeat. 

At present there’are no elses than 
2,000 cinematograph theaters in Eng- 
land. -Lendon, alone, has upwards of 
250. I have it on reliable authority 
that $10,000,000 would not cover the 
money invested in them. New houses 
are being oconstrudted as quickly as 
the methods of Bhglish builders will 


Give it a good eat, then | permit; new companies are being float- 


ed day by day, and though some of 
them fail and go eut of business, many 
are flourishing. 

One little house near Piccadilly Cir- 
cus, seating less than 3800 people, re- 
turns a profit of more than $650,000 a 
year to its fortunate owners. Many 
others show more than $26,000 on the 
Tight side of the ledger after a year’s 
work. In certain sections of London 
80 great is the popularity of this class 
of entertainment that the cinemato- 
graph theaters are butlt side by side, 
with barkers in front to boom the 
merits of the competing shows. It is 
possible to stand in Lelcester Square 
and toss stones in different directions 
that will alight on the roofs of no 
fewer than five houses that are turning 
hundreds away on Sundays, Saturdays 
and holidays. 

What is the cause of this remark- 
able change in attitude on the part of 
the Pnglish public and fn the prosper- 
ity of the moving picture theaters? In 
the opinion of those best qualified to 
say, it is due to American films. Mov- 
as in 
tne United States, are absolutely de- 
pendent on the American films, and 
were the prominent companies in the 
United States to stop manufacturing 
or to cut off their supply for the time 
befng the fortunes of the cinemato- 
graph theaters would drop with a sud- 
denness that would give heart failure 
to their many backers. 


Companies of All Nations. 


English compantes there are, French 
companies and Italian companies and 
Norwegian companies almost without 
number, but, with the exception of one 
French company, no one of them has 
the enterprise or is willing to spend 
the money necessary to turn out pic- 
tures of the variety and quality de- 
manded by the discriminating public 
that supports the moving picture thea- 
ters. 

This is borne out by an interview I 
had yesterday with Montague A. Pyke, 
the managing director of the largest 
company operating a string of cine- 
matograph theaters in London. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Pyke might be claimed 
as another triumph for the Unitecd 


States, because, although he was born 


in England, he spent many years in the 
United States, and is typically Ameri- 


can in his push ahd energy and enter- 


prise and enthusiasm. Under the guid- 
ing genius of Mr. Pyke his company 
runs fifteen of the largest and most 
successful moving picture houses in 
London, and plans are being made 
rapidly to increase this number to 
fifty. 

“There is no doubt about it,” said 
Mr. Pyke to me, “the American films 
are beyond comparison with all others 
now on the market. They are varied 
and olear, and the companies go to 


enormous expense and trouble to dress 


the actors for the parts and to enact 
their stories with the proper back- 
ground of scenery and properties. 
“But having said this, I must add 
that I believe the English public is 
heartily sick of American pictures. 
You see, they are so superior to the

Music Hallz Not Prosperous. 

Mr. Pyke’s statement regarding the 
competition of the moving picture 
houses with the musie halls hardly fits 
in with the loud lamentations of the 
managers of tne latter class of enter- 
tainment. For the past three years 
there hag been a steady drop in the 
prosperity of the music halls, espe- 
clally where the competition with the 
moving picture houses is strongest. It 
is just such a situation as faced the 
vaudeville managerg in the United 
States some years ago, and eventually 
drove many of the Keith-Proctor 
houses into the moving-picture field. 

The idea of combining the music hall 
and the moving picture show, as Is 
now the custom in many of the larger 
houses on your side of the Atlantic, 
is not feasible here. A music hal! in 
England has to be licensed, and aside 
from the cost of the license it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to get the 
sanction of the governing bodies. [It is 
felt that the music hall field is more 
than full at the present time, and no 
less a power than Oswald Stoll, man- 
aging director of the Stoll circuit, 
recently was refused permission to 
build three new music halls in London. 
Some of the moving picture houses 
have installed orchestras and singers, 
but that is as far as they have de- 
parted from the straight cinemato- 
graph show. 

Aside from the liquor saloons, which 
are open at certain hours, the moving 
picture theaters are the sole dissipa- 
tlon of London’s puritanical Sunday. 
On that day the cinematograph houses 
are open “for charity.” It is an- 
nounced that the proceeds will be 
turned over to such-and-such a hos- 
pital. The authorities then wink at 
the violation of the law. Naturally, 
the moving picture people, not Peing 
in the business for their health, turn 
over to the institution mentioned vtiiy 
a part of the proceeds..The usual prac- 
tice is for the moving picture house 
to retain 75 per cent of the day's tak- 
ings for “expenses,” forwarding the 
remaining 25 per cent to the charity. 
But the managers are not satisfied 
with that, and are circulating peti- 
tions for signature, calling upon th» 
authorities to allow the shows to open 
on Sundays without this payimen: to 
charity.

A Natiénal Constitutional Con- 


vention. 

Has the period in our history been 
reached when the machinery of a na- 
tional convention should be utilized— 
when the general review of our pub- 
lic organtzation may justifiably be 
considered? As all institutes of gov- 
ernment should, in our political . phi- 
lasophy, reflect the requirements of 
the governed, the solution of this ques- 
tion depends upon the moral and mate- 
rial changes that have transpired in 
this country during the past century 
and a quarter. If this test establishes 
essential alterations in the public con- 
sciousness and thought, as well as in 
the practical conditions of the Ameri- 
can people, then we should act upon 
the convention clause of the constitu- 
tion with the same confidence that we 
are daily reposin upon other war- 
rants in that benign instrument. In 
summing up the influences that have 
wrought modification in our body poli- 
tic, they may be assigned to political, 
economic and social causes. It is now 
possible to present merely an outline 
of these phenomena. They al) tend, 
however, to sustain the theme that 
these forces are making for a stronger 
and more efficient national power, ex- 
ercising more diversified activities. 

In the contrast ‘between the origin 
and character of the present American 
electorate and its composition after the 
treaty of 1783, we may trace the source 
of some requisite political changes. Our 
eighteenth century constitution was 
the first attempt at Anglo-Saxon fed- 
eralism since the Heptarchy. The con- 
Stitution that may be framed in the 
twentieth century must take account 
of a novel and less homogeneous con- 
stituency, with efficient adaptation to 
these new Americans. Indeed, by rea- 
son of the abolition of limitations on 
the suffrage, these alien elements have 
themselves become factors in the mak- 
ing of changes that may transpire in 
our political organization. These new- 
comers, not being identified with any 
particular state, take cognizance sole- 
ly of the United States. All their sen- 
timent assc-iated with their adopted 
nationality .s confined to the general 
government. They are natural advo- 
cates for its increased powers. 

Can it be doubted that the calling of 
a federal convention some years ago, 
to trace the frontiers of power for the 
general government over public utilf- 
ties and monopolies, would have been 
preferable to the prevailing condi- 
tions? During that time congress and 
the courts have expended their efforts 
in trying to adjust the limited »xow- 
ers of our federal system to more or 
less novel fundamental relations of 
person and property, relations entirely 
novel to the federal authority. 

Can a practical people long remain 
insensible to the erroneous plan by 
which they are trying to subject the 
body politic to these new conditions? 
It is inevitable that they will substi- 
tute the direct, prompt and effective 
action of the organizing deliberative 
body, provided by the constitution it- 
self, to express their judgment upon 
pending controversies.

“NO TIPPING” PROVES SUCCESS _| 


IN A GREAT LONDON HOSTELRY 


London, March 25.—When Sir “Joe” 


Lyons, England’s newest knight, 
opened a big hotel on the Strand, about 
eighteen months ago and announced 
that there would be no “tips” in the 
new hostelry most old Londoners 
laughed. They predicted that within & 
year either the servants would be ac- 
cepting tips in the time-honored way 
or the hotel would be closed. 


Neither has happened. The hotel 


, hasn't closed, and the no tipping sys- 


tem has proved such a success that 
the directors are going to build tae 
biggest hotel in England, and probably 
in the world, where the same system 
will be practiced. Alfred Salmon, one 
of the directors of the Strand Hotel, 
gave me some particulars about the 
new place. It will contain 1,000 bed- 
rooms, and its total dimensions will 
be over 40,000 cubic feet. It will have 
a large roof garden—an innovation in 
Inglish hotels, fine smoking and bil- 
liard roms, libraries, and in fact, every 
modern convenience. 

What the exterior of the building is 
to look like has not been quite de- 
cided,. but from a hint dropped by Mr. 
Salmon it may be assumed that it will 
be distinctly impressive in appear- 
ance. 

The site intended for theh otel Is 
the old world neighborhood which lies 
behind Regent street and Piccadilly 
Circus. It is.within a few seconds’ 
walk of each yet a qufeter or more 
easily “getatable” spot could hardly 
be imagined. A number of very inter- 
esting old buildings will have to be 
demolished to make room for the hotel, 
and a whole block of houses will have 
to come down. In one of the streets 
which are going, the undertaker who 
made Nelson’s Aboukir coffin had his 
shop, and a number of other venerabie 
old business places will disappear. The 
cost of the site has probably been 
high, as a great many leases must hav? 
been bought up. 

The nates at the new hotel will be 
exactly the same as at the Strand— 
six shilling a night ($1.60). 

“As a matter of fact,” said Mr. Sal- 
mon, “the new. hotel will only be a 
second edition of the Strand place, and 
a second edition is always larger than 
the first, you know.” 

When questioned as to his hopes of 
success with the new venture Mr. Sal- 
mon told me that each day more peo- 
ple than would fill the new place were 
being turned away from the Strand 
Hotel. If that is to be taken as any

criterion it looks as if the new hotel 
isn’t going to be any too large. 

I also asked Mr. Salmon if their 
success with the Strand Hotel could be 
taken as meaning the success of 
no tipping system. 

“Yes,” he answered. “It can. The 
System has been a complete success.” 

“How do the public fall in with the 
regulations?” I asked. “Do they ever 
attempt to evade them?” 

“They do occassionally,” 
“But it’s only very 
a rule they fall in 
at once.” 

“And you find the servants just as 
ready to oblige as when they had to 
depend on tips?’ 

“Quite,” was his answer. 

The servants themselves 
consider the system a success from 
their point of view, for Mr. Salmon 
said they preferred the regular wages 
to the uncertain earnings of the waiter 
who depends on tips. 

Many people here are of the opin- 
ion that such places as this hotel are 
quickly bringing about the death of 
the boarding house Keeper. It stands 
to reason that if for a price so low 
one can get all the high-class hotel 
comforts not many are going to re- 
main in the boarding house.

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How a Painting Is Made. 


(From Charies L. Barstow’s 
Pictures,” in April St. Nicholas.) 

It will be helpful in thinking about 
famous pictures if we have some idea 
of how a painting is made. People 
who have known a great deal about 
pictures and who have first visited 
many galleries have said, neverthe- 
les, that what they learned the (first 
time they visited a studio and saw 
an artist really at work, came to them 
as a revelation. 

The materials are simple. Before 
the artist is his easel, on which, let 
us Say, rests a large blank canvas; 
that is. a piece of linen cloth stretched 
and tacked upon wooden frames, and 
prepared to receive the colors. 

Usually the artist stands at his 
work, so that he can readily walk 


back and forth and view the picture 
as it will look from some little dis- 
tance. For this reason the room 
should be large. The light shouid 
come from above. 

Near at hand are his~:colors, put 
up in tubes; and on his palette, which 
he usually holds in his left hand, he 
has squeezed enough of some 15 or 29 
colors to last him through the day.

Schedule for Cabs Seems Satis- 
factory--Transportation Com- 
pany Wants the Schedule for 
Baggage Fixed as Soon as 
Possible. 


The special council committee which 
has under consideration the cab and 
baggage rates in the city, will prob- 
ably meet in a few days and frame @ 


report. 

The public ‘generally and the At- 
lanta Baggage and Cab Company are 
extremely anxious to have the question 
of rates settled as soon as possible. 
The present schedule of prices for cab 
hire appears to be satisfactory to the 
public and to the transportation com- 
pany. It is the 
need adjustment by ordinance. 

The rates for cab hires were fixed by 
ordinance a few years ago and a scale 
Of prices was adopted which fixed a 
charge of 25 cents for a haul of one 
an4 a half miles from the center of 
the city, and 10 cents for each addi- 
tional mile or fraction of a mile. This 
seems to have worked with perfect 
satisfaction and all friction in regard 
to the hiring of cabs has been done 
away with. 

Where Friction Is Caused. 

In the matter of baggage there is 
continual friction between the public 
and the transportation company, owing 
to the fact that there ts no rate fixed 
by city ordinance. Over twenty years 
ago, when Atlanta was comparatively a 
small city an ordinance was adopted 
which fixed a charge of 25 cents for 
hauling baggage anywhere in the city 
limits. Since then the olty Iimits have 
Heen extended, first by making the 
original circle much larger and later 
by taking {nm large territory, including 
suburban towns. The Atlanta Baggage 
and CabB Company was forced as a 
business proposition to make an. in- 
creased charge for hauling baggage to 
the far distant points in Greater At- 
lafta, and these additional rates, which 
were believed to be fair and equitale, 
have not yet been incorporated into a 
eity ordinance. 

Without a rate for baggage fixed by 
a ality law, friction often occurs, and 
it ig to prevent this that the special! 
counci] committee is being urged to 
make an early report 

The committee has been making 
gome investigations and the evidence 
go far sectired shows that Atlanta has 
a very cheap rate for baggage, in fact, 
much cheaper than such cities as Nash- 
ville, Memphis, Richmond, New §  Or- 
leans, Birmingham and others. In most 
of the other cities the minimum rate 
is 56D cents, while in Atlanta it is only 
26 cents. 

Would Lose Money on Long Hauls. 

The Atian™ Baggage and Cab Com- 
pany has presented evidence to show 
that while the maximum rate of 25 
cents for a haul of a mile or a mile and 
a half is reasonable, any longer haul 
for that amount would result in the 
company losing money. 

The president and general manager 
of the company, W. C. Wilson, has ap- 
peared before the council committee 
and presented evidence to show that as 
compared with other cities, which 
charge a higher rate for baggage, At- 
lanta has to pay a higher cost for stock 
and feed. He stated that labor is much 
higher than it used to be and that with 
the increased expenses even the rate 
of 25 cents to some points within the 
one mile and a half limit was a money- 
losing proposition. 

What the Atlanta Baggage and Cab 
Company wants the council commit- 
tee to dois to agree upon a rate for 
baggage and then fix the rate by law. 

President and General Manager Wil 
eon says that as soon as such an ordl- 
nMance is adopted by council, his com- 
pany will, at its own expense, print 
a folder containing the names 
the streets of Atlanta, with the bag- 
gage rate to any given point. This 
folder can be carried by the 
who can at a moment's notice wive the 
oost of hauling baegage to any place 
in the city.

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HEN GENERAL JACKSON 


VISITED GEORGIA INCGOG 


By Dr. R. J. Massey. 

The recent account of the visit of 
General Washington to Georgia in 
1791, and the flaming accounts herala- 
ed all throughout the nation in the 
newspapers of the recent visits of 
Presidents Taft and Roosevelt to the 
state, bring to mind a visit which 
General Andrew Jackson made to 
Georgia in 1840, of which very few 
people in Georgia know anything. 

After retiring from the presidential 
chair In 1836 General Jackson returned 
to “The Hermitage,” his beautiful es- 
tate near Nashville, Tenn. Here ‘til the 
end of his life he lived in retirement, 
much after the manner of the well- 
to-do southern planter. 

In 1840 he took a notion to take a 
tour south, traveling entirely incog. 
He went in an old-fashioned barouche. 
I wonder how many readers of The 
Constitution of today know what a 
barouche is? Seventy-five to one hun- 
dred vears ago it was the most fash- 
ionable carriage in existence in the 
south. It was a plain, cheap, four- 
wheel carriage with four seats and re- 
versible top, and was used by most 
well-to-do southern planters. With 
his favorite servant and a couple of 
good Tennessee horses, this was his 
only outfit. He passed through middle 
Georgia and passed by my father's 
house, which was on the road between 
Madison and Greensboro. 

He stopped for several 
a kinsman, whom he _ found near 
Greensboro, strictly enjoining upon 
this kinsman not to let anybody know 
who he was. On Sunday, as was usual- 
ly the case in those good old days, 
several neighbors called in to make 
the acquaintance of their neighbor's 
visitor. Soon the conversation turned 
to politics, especially on nullification, 
and in this they took occasion to 
handle General Jackson's name pretty 
roughly and saying some hard things 
about him, to all of which Jackson, 
in a very complacent manner, answered 
defending himself. Finally this man, 
finding that Jackson was getting the 
best of the argument, intimated that 
probably’ this man was the recipient 
of some favor from the old general; 
that there was some personal tie be- 
tween them, that made it to his in- 
terest to take up such a line of de- 
fense. To this Jackson answered that 
he himself individually had known Gen- 
eral Jackson for many years, had often 
been with him during his several cam- 
paigns, was with him in congress, and 
very intimate with y sa during the 


days with

whole eight years of his presidency, 
and he could not believe such things‘ 
of General Jackson. These remarks 
were a stunner to the visitor. He was 
curious to know how it was that one 
man could have been with General 
Jackson so long, and in so many ca- 
pacities. To this question General 
Jackson very courteously replied, “Sir, 
I am Andrew Jackson myself.” 

Being much confused and embar- 
rassed General Jackson's pardon was 
asked. General Jackson replied, “Sir, 
no offense has been committed. It has 
been a great pleasure to me to en- 
lighten you on this subject. I only 
ask in return that you do me the kind- 
ness to enlighten others as I have done 
you whenever opportunity presente it- 
self.” 

After several hours of vwery pleas- 
and conversation, from which the visit 
tors learned many important facts, they 
left. During their long Ives General 
Jackson never had better friends than 
old man Colsby and the other neigh- 
bors. 

These facts I got myself in person 
from Mr. Quinn Ellison, the cousin 
above referred to.

Why All the Heavy Manufac- 
turers Have Left New York. 


Albert Jay Nock has been writing a 
series of articles for The American 
Magazine on the archaic system of per- 
sonal property taxation, which has 
been abolished in every other great 
nation in the world but ours. In the 
March issue Mr. Nock views the sub- 
ject as a matter of business policy. He 
Says: 

‘When your cow walks up to the 
barn to be milked, do you take a whip 
and drive her away’ 

“A Canadian farmer offered this 
practical] criticism of the personal- 
property tax. Was he right? Leav- 
ing out good morals and good sense, is 
it good business policy to tax movables 
and make them run away from you? 
New York used to have heavy factor- 
les, even in the Borough of Manhat- 
tan, but they have all moved away. In 
1870 there were enough heavy factories 
a:‘ong.the river frontage of Manhattan 
to emp oy 100,00 skilled workmen. 
Gradually they disappeared and went 
over to New Jersey The Singer 
sewing Machine Company was the first 
to go; it moved to Elizabeth, N. J., 
in 1873 It did not want to go just 
then; fact, it tried hard to stay 
where it was. It held conferences 
with the tax department for three 
vears, trying to get some measure of 
relief, and finally gave up and moved. 
The Colgate Soap Company, which had 
been operating in New York since 
1806, and the Lorillard Tobacco Com- 
pany, in New York since 1760, moved 
to Jersey City.

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WILT DISEASE 


Bulletin Is Issued From the 
Office of the State En- 
tomologist. 


There is being mailed out from the 
State capitol by Dr. EB. L. Worsham, 
state entomologist, a bulletin which 
has just been compiled by his depart- 
ment entitled, “Wilt Disease of Cotton 
in Georgia and Its Control,” and which 
promises to be of wonderful interest 
and value to the farmers of this state 
who are losing annually hundreds of 
thousands of dollars both in lint and 
cotton seed through the ravages of 
this plant disease. 

This bulletin, which was prepared 
by A. C. Lewis, assistant, is based upon 
the experiments which have been con- 
ducted by the department for the past 
several years and during which a re- 
sistant form of cotton seed, which will 
thyw off the dre@d disease, has been 
perfected. The bulletin is profusely 
illustrated and will prove a veritable 
text bogk for the farmers of Georgia 
who have been fighting this disease. 

Now that the cotton seed of the cot- 
ton crop has come to be such a valua- 
ble part of each year’s crop, the loss 
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from this disease comes doubly heavy, 
for the cotton stalk. once attacked, 
causes a loss of the cotton seed as well 
as the cotton lint. In every commu- 
nity there is now a cotton oli mill 
which buys these cotton seed, and in 
return gives the golden cotton seed 
meal, which has proven such a won- 
derful cattle feed, and when properly 


mixed forms the best possible Com7h 


mercial fertilizer. 
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Pater and Symonds.

From the study of esthetics Pater 
arrived at some such conclusion at 
this: The object of life is to find out 
the kind of situation that calls out 
our own special hidden fire; to unite 
those scattered moments for which we 
have spent our lives experimenting and 
in which we seem to have realized 
ourselves; to remember the circum-- 
Stances in which they arose, to demand 
them ever afresh. . Now, this conclu- 
sion might, of course, have been reach- 
ed through the study of biology or 
geology or the history of religions, 
because all synthesis imply a counsel 
on conduct. In Pater we find a con- 
clusion which is consistent with every 
stage in the development that led up 
to it. In a word, Pater never lost 
himself in his themes, never failed to 
draw them in—as illustrations essen- 
tially—of his own growing view of 
life.

Those of whom he 
wrote were to him conclusions in 
themselves, or if links tn a chain the 
chain was that of a world of specula- 
tion which left him without a sense 
of having in some way and for his -in- 
dividual set of circumstances formed 
the last link of it. He knew that the 
world of thought had not intended him 
to be one of its points of crystalliza- 
tion. What central place in his work, 
then, is there which may prove to 
have the power of expressing him into 
immortality? Well, the fragments of 
an autobiography and a diary—not yet, 
wholly published—in which 
we find a soul struggling and baffled. 
And the final value of his other books 
will be, perhaps, that through them he 
became conscious of this agitation. In 
the diary he writes: “To emulate 
others nobler than myS8self is my de- 
sire—but I cannot get beyond.”

Indianapolis, Ind., March 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)——How did Harry Grant manage to 
win the great Vanderbilt cup classic 
twice in succession? 

This question often asked has been 
answered by the famous pilot himself, 
and the answer is merely an explana- 
tion of how he drives every motor con- 
test in which he engages. Grant has 
entered his reliable Alco, “Old No. 18,” 
the same with which he has won both 
Vanderbilt cup. events, in the 500-mile 
International sweepstakes race at the 
Indianapolis motor speedway, next Me- 
morial day, May 30. 

Thirty cars have been entered in the 
$25.000 race and many of them are spe- 
cial racing cars built specially for the 
event. 

Against these will be the Alco car 
which Grant hurled round the Vander- 
bilt course. He has the greatest faith 
in his ability to win the big race with 
“Old No. 18.” Grant is regarded by 
many motoring experts as the greatest 
American driver.

Batting averages are by no means 
a true test of a ball player's ability, 
and although tvo much attention is 
paid to them by the players and the 
public, there are cases where a man 
who hits but .275 is more valuable to 
his club than one who slugs the ball 
over the .300 mark. 

Give me the player who is hustling 
all the time in preference to the one 
bent solely on boosting his average 
—-when he comes up in a pinch he will 
disregard himself and figure only on 
helping the outfit that employs him 
to beat the other fellows. 

‘A plaver may hit hard and yet be 
a clog on the bases. Perhaps he gets 
a batting figure of .350 and doesn’t 
steal ten sacks a vear nor sacrifice 
half a dozen men along.”

stage career will dim in any way his 
remarkable record on the diamond. The 
fans will not begrudge him the mone 
he can pick up in this way throug 
the winter months, but they will al- 
ways think of him as the king of pitch- 
ers, 

Mathewson is a native of Pennsylva- 
nia, and was born in Factoryville. He 
first attracted public attention as a ball 

layer by his splendid work for the 

eystone academy team of Factory- 
ville. In 1897 he pitched for the Young 
Men’s Christian Association team at 
Scranton, and while attending Bucknell 
college, pitched for the team through- 
out an entire season without defeat. 
At this time he was also the best full 
back that had ever played on the Buck- 
nell football eleven. 

t the end of his college season he 
joined the Honesdale baseball club, and 
|remained with that organization until 
he joined the Taunton club, of the New 
England League. Cincinnati. subse- 
quently signed him, but having no ap- 

reciation of his tremendous abilities, 
et him go to the Norfolk club, of the 
Virginia ague. It was there that his 
playing first attracted the attention of 
he big leaguers. In 23 games played 
with the Norfolk club, he won 21 vic- 
tories. It was in July, of this season, 
with the Virginia eague, that he 
signed up for the New York National 
League team, with which club he has 
played ever since. 

During the first season with the 
“Giants” he landed eighteen victories, 
lost but two games and played two tie 
games. It was largely due to his superb 
work that New York was able to de- 
feat the Philadelphia Athletics in the 
games for the world’s series in 1904. 

Mathewson has one record that will 
probably never be equalled by any

ears later in Chicago, with Mordecai 

rown on the mound for the “Cubs.” It 
was a 1-0 game, on June 13, 1905. Had 
the “Giants” given Mathewson perfect 
support, no runner from the Windy 
City would have reached first. Matty 
gave no bases on balls, but Billy Gil- 
bert and Bill Dahlen each committed 
an error. Mathewson’'s largest number 
of victories in any camapign totaled 37. 
That was in 1908, and the score would 
have been increased by one additional 
game and New York would have cap- 
tured another pennant if it had not 
been for the fact that Fred Merkle for- 
got to touch second base. 

Mathewson won 85 in 1904, 31 in 1905 
and 30 in 1903. In 1910 he won 27 and 
lost but 9. The only season in which 
he failed to win more games than he 
lost except 1900 was 1902. In the latter 
year Matty’s average of games won 
was .419, and even at that his record 
was 66 points better than his teams 
percentage.

The future judge 
was educated at the Kentucky Mlili- 
tary institute, then located at Farm- 
dale, now at Linden. Graduating, he 
went out into the great southwest in 
search for fame and fortune and found 
the opportunity to secure the same in 
Arkansas, where he settled just twen- 
ty years ago. In ‘887 he moved to 
Little Rock, the capital of the state, 
and went where so many other good 
men have gone—into newspaper work. 
For ten years he was with The ArKan- 
sas Gazette, the oldest paper west of 
the Mississippi river, and showed his 
caliber by rising rom the _ posi- 
tion of cub reporter in 1887 to editor 
and manager in 1896. The judge has 
always taken an enthusiastic and in- 
telligent interest in baseball, begin- 
ning as a loyal rooter for the Cincin- 
nati Reds ’way back in the early 
eighties.

OVER NARROW RANGE 


Week-End Review of the 
New Orleans Cotton | 
Market. 


New Orleans, March 25.—The cotton 
market this week was quiet and 
fluctuated over a narrow 
range, the differences between the 
highest and the lowest levels being 
only 15 to 22 points. The high prices 
were made on Tuesday, and the low 
on Thursday. At the highest, the 
market was 2 to 7 points over last 
week’s close, and at the lowest it 
was 12 to 15 points under that level. 
The net change for the week was a 
decline of 10 to 12 points. 

The chief features of the week were 
the census bureau reports on ginning 
and supply and distribution, and the 
weather. Statistics were sensation- 
ally bullish, but the market actually 
declined on them. The census figures 
showing that the total amount of cot- 
ton ginned and to be ginned this 
season, including linters, was 11,941,- 
563 bales, caused no price movement, 
although it was slightly below what 
the consensus of opinion called for 
the decline that followed the report 
—which was issued Monday morning-——

Planting progressed rapidiv 
where it was not interfered with by 
rains. From Texas, Louisiana, Okia- 
homa, and sections in the Atlantics, 
came many accounts. af intentions to 
greatly increase acreage. In. Texas 
much new land is going into cotton 
this spring. That bears did not fol- 
low up their advantage from these 
reports appeared to be due 
more to the oversold condition of the 
new crop months than anything else. 
Many commission houses preached 
caution in regard to making commit- 
ments on the short side of the new 
crop. 

The weekly statistics were the most 
bullish on record for this week of 
the year. The into-sight was _  ex- 
tremely small and the out-of-sight 
was extremely large, which resulted 
in a decrease in the visible supply of 
203,966 bales, against a decrease this 
week last year of only 27,417- bales 
and a decrease this week two years 
azo of 103,552. The long side gained 
nothing from these figures, although 
they checked fresh selling to some 
extent. 

In the spot department, prices lost 
1-16, midaling closing at 149-16 
against 145 last week and 1411-16 
this week last year. Sales on the 
spot amounted to 1,840 bales, against 
2,425 last week and 4,000 this week 
last vear. Sales to arrive amounted 
to 3.156 bales, against 2,250 last week 
and 2,060 this week last year.

Such a habit of mind is fatal 
to liberty. for it means tha: there is 
no longer the possibility of resistance 
to the tyranny of an onitipotent gov 
ernment. Napoleon I neard of a suc- 
cessful private schoolmas er. “Who Is 
this man,” he said, “who Keeps three 
hundred people in his hous2 without 
my knowledge?’-—and he made him a 
professor in the University of France 
and drafted all his boys into the state 
schools. This ts stil] the spirit of 
French government. The state must 
do everything: and the suppressior of 
minorities is its special duty.
